OPIUM’S BULLISH POSITION. 


With the exception of a sharp and 
more or less artificial spurt in opium 
values soon after the beginning of hos- 
tilities in the summer of 1914, prevail- 
ing prices for the drug mark the high- 
est record for almost half a century, 
namely $10 per pound for ordinary 
druggists’ quality. The advance has 
been especially sharp within the last 
month, amounting to $2. Justification 
for the extremity of prices is made 
primarily on the more serious trend 
of the Balkan complications, resulting 
in open warfare in Macedonia between 
the Bulgarian and Servian inhabitants 
which has prevented all shipments of 
the new crop gum from that producing 
territory, at the same time that the 
unabated siege of Constantinople has 
made impracticable the forwarding of 
the current yield of medicinal narco- 
tic produced in Turkey, except to Ger- 
many and the Teutonic nations. Esti- 
mates on the new Turkish crop have 
for some time indicated a greatly cur- 
tailed output, generally figured at not 
more than 50 per cent of last year’s 
yield, which reached about 8,000 cases. 
No exact figures on the current pro- 
duction of druggists’ quality gum have 
yet become available, but little reliance 
is placed upon any quantity in excess 
of 4,000 cases. 

Before the operation of the Harrison 
narcotic law, the world’s average an- 
nual consumption was reckoned at 
about 7,000 cases. The restriction upon 
this country’s use of the drug with the 
enforcement of the law has been im- 
pressively heavy, some estimates go- 
ing as far as fifty per cent.., and for 
our ordinary requirements we might 
feel comparatively little concern even 
over such a materially curtailed out- 
put, but the export trade in the opium 
derivatives has, during the last few 
months, assumed a volume that makes 
the country a much more substantial 
factor for the world’s wants, and our 
dealers are confronted with a graver 
problem in safeguarding their supplies 
of the basic material for the unusual 
but apparently dependable new fields 
abroad. England’s sources of opium 
supply have been seriously disturbed 
and Persian gum has lately superseded 








the Turkish product as the London 


market standard. The former is 
quoted at 22s. 6d. per pound, as 
against 36s. for the latter. The Per- 


sian gum, being of a lower morphia 
test, has never been a factor in our 
trade and it is only in the extremity 
of supplies or prices of Turkish opium 
that we should find recourse in the 
substitution. 

The local market for regular drug- 
gists’ quality opium was in almost 
steady decline during the first eight 
months of the year, from $8.90 to $6.90, 
due principally to the check to illegit- 
imate consumption. Late in August the 
market experienced a turn for the bet- 
ter, as a result of the increased com- 
plications attending Turkish shipments, 
and the high level was touched late in 
October. 





A VITAL HARRISON LAW ISSUE. 


Questions of momentous bearing upon 
the administration of the Harrison 
anti-narcotic law are scheduled for de- 
termination within the near future by 
the United States Supreme Court, as 
noted by our Washington correspond- 
ence in the news columns of this issue. 
Of probably most fundamental signifi- 
cance is that concerning the liability 
of possession of narcotic drugs by those 
not included among the classes re- 
quired to be registered to handle the 
drugs. Almost from the start of the 
law’s enforcement this question was 
raised in various States, and in the 
greater number of test cases the trial 
courts have ruled against the statute’s 
power to extend to possession of the 
drugs outside of the persons specifical- 
ly named. ‘The latest decision in a 
Minneapolis court was published in last 
week’s Reporter, the judge in sustain- 
ing a demurrer to an indictment hold- 
ing that the operation of the law was 
confined to certain persons who could 
offend by specific definition and that 
in cases of possession by others the 
burden was upon the government to 
prove that they had been in criminal 
participation in the sale or gift of the 
drugs. Substantially the same conclu- 
sion has been reached in Montana, Ten- 
nessee and in Pennsylvania, Washing- 
ton State being the only one to sustain 
the law on this issue, treating the 
drugs in the character of outlawed ar- 
ticles and fulfilling the purpose of the 
statute on such a generic principle. So 
far as is known none of the adverse 
decisions has been carried to an appel- 
late term, and such a vital condemna- 
tion of the powers of the Harrison law 
cannot be reasonably accepted as of 
determining effect. The law has been 
in operation but eight months, and in 
working out its practicable evolution 
it is necessarily subjected to many 
judicial tests. 

Those who have followed the admin- 
istration of the Harrison law during 
its brief career and have been im- 
pressed with the substantial measure 
of its success in checking the country’s 
habit-forming drug evil will be grati- 
fied with the announcement that offi- 
cials of the Treasury Department 
charged with enforcing the law regard 
the decrees granting immunity to han- 
dlers and possessors of narcotic drugs 
outside of the specific classes as a trav- 
esty of justice, opening the way for 
the most dangerous and pernicious 
traffic in the drug and reducing the 
statute to a state of shameless nullity. 
Appeals from these decisions were in- 
evitable and a speedy prosecution of a 
test review case by the court of last 
resort will, it is hoped, establish a 
precedent to remove for all time this 
emasculating doctrine. 

The opinion of Washington officials 
is shared by those who have been in 
most active legal association with the 
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Harrison law that not only are its 
purpose and spirit in dealing with nar- 
ecotic drug traffic most convincingly 
expressed to include possession outside 
of the specified classes, but that the 
letter of the law is fully capable of 
meeting this situation. After allowing 
the different exemptions to physicians, 
dentists, pharmacists and veterinarians, 
section eight provides definitely for the 
possession of the drugs by any one not 
registered under the act, constituting 
it as a presumptive evidence of viola- 
tion, and the section goes further in 
exempting an employe of any regis- 
tered person or a nurse under the su- 
pervision of a _ registered physician, 
dentist or veterinarian, unmistakably 
indicating that every safeguard had 
been built around the exempted classes. 
It is only on the possible theory that 
the courts sought to have possession by 
other than the specified classes linked 
with some evidence of illegal traffic or 
gift that the adverse decisions might 
be justified from a strictly technical 
viewpoint. In the Johnson cancer cure 
decision by the Supreme Court there 
was reasonable ground to question the 
intent of Congress in having false cura- 
tive claims of medicinal preparations 
covered in the misbranding provision 
of the Food and Drugs act as originally 
adopted, but there would seem to be 
no ground for criticism or condemna- 
tion of the Harrison law on a question 
so germane and pertinent to its pur- 
poses and capabilities. Our greatest 
confidence lies in the determination of 
this issue by the Supreme Court. 





IMPROVING TREND OF PETRO- 
LEUM EXPORTS. 


The most significant comparisons in 
the records of mineral oil exports for 
the nine months of the current and for- 
mer years are in the lubricating and 
naphtha products, which are contribut- 
ing most substantially to the volume 
restoration of our foreign petroleum 
trade balance. The naphtha and re- 
siduum products were the only ones 
to mark gains in the September returns 
over the August figures, and all classi- 
fications for September fell below the 
records for the same month last year 
with the exception of the residuum 
oils. Monthly comparisons, however, 
do not afford a fair criterion, and the 
nine months’ aggregates will be relied 
upon for the most comprehensive treat- 
ment of the foreign conditions. 

The current total shows 1,733,628,143 
gallons ($105,138,362), comparing with 
1,695,583,269 gallons ($107,219,034), the for- 
mer record. While a volume increase 
of 2.24 per cent. is noted, there has 
been a value setback of 1.94 per cent. 
On the eight months’ comparisons were 
shown a volume gain of 1.67 per cent. 
and a value loss of 1.60 per cent. The 
naphthas, including the various motor 
fuels, take first honors in the nine 
months’ records, having increased their 
outlet abroad from 150,004,364 gallons 
($18,862,856) to 207,064,259 gallons ($23,- 
745,221), or by 38.04 per cent. in volume 
and by 26 per cent. in value. The eight 
months’ comparisons indicated gains of 
47.08 per cent. in volume and 28.35 per 
cent. in value. The foreign demand for 
gasoline and allied products has been 
maintained at a pace that is taxing the 
country’s refining capacities, and with- 
in the last week even where tonnage 
has been available, the limitation upon 
supplies has been so marked as to 
check engagements for prompt loading. 

The substantial increment in lubri- 
cating oil exports may be accounted 
for by practically the same factor 
which has operated to the advantage 
of the naphtha products, namely, the 
more urgent fields opened by the war. 
The character of our lubricating oils 
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qualifies them especially for many of 
the higher grade requirements created 
by the war, more than compensating 
for the check upon consumption in 
peaceful industrial fields. During the 
nine months of the current year ship- 
ments of lubricating oils have amount- 
ed to 182,492,949 gallons ($23,992,746), as 
against 145,732,033 gallons ($19,789,304) 
formerly, marking a growth of 25.42 per 
cent. in volume and 21.24 per cent. in 
value; on the eight months’ compari- 
sons were noted gains of 30.37 per cent. 
in volume and 26 per cent. in value. 
There is apparently no solution of the 
most serious problem in our petroleum 
foreign trade, that of striking a balance 
in illuminating oil exports, until the end 
of the war, opening our customary Eu- 
ropean channels, and the restriction 
operates to all the greater disadvantage 
since domestic requirements afford a 
lessening proportionate outlet of the 
country’s production. Shipments for 
the current nine months totaled 643,- 
964,310 gallons ($38,474,730), comparing 
with 785,038,967 gallons ($50,758,714), 
the former record, signifying a setback 
of 17.97 per cent. in volume and 24.20 
per cent. in value. Eight months’ com- 
parisons marked a loss of 18.05 per cent. 
in value and 24.22 per cent. in value. 
The opportunities for increased foreign 
consumption of the heavier residuum 
products, including gas and fuel oil, in- 
cidental to the war, are evidenced by 
the expansion from 520,333,573 gallons 
($13,871,526) to 681,808,926 gallons 
($15,760,635) on the comparison of nine 
months’ statistics, or 11.81 per cent. in 
volume and 13.62 per cent. in value. 
Eight months’ records noted gains of 
5.97 per cent. in volume and 7.12 per 
cent. in value. The residuum products 
comprise the only grouping among the 
mineral oil exports in which the value 
increment has surpassed the volume 


increase. 
The crude oil exports for the nine 
months ending September presents 


rather an anomalous record; while the 
volume represents a creditable gain, 
118,014,941 gallons, as against 94,744,332 
gallons, or 24.92 per cent., the value 
shows a depreciation from $3,936,634 to 
$3,165,030, or 19.60 per cent. The sub- 
stantial increase in the current volume 
finds its most reasonable explanation 
in the tendency to strike more of a bal- 
ance against the relatively small ship- 
ments last year. 

Late general export conditions afford 
reasonable prospects for the establish- « 
ment of the year’s total volume of 
mineral oil exports on a more credit- 
able basis than that of the last few 
years. 

In the current news columns are pub- 
lished the statistical details of mineral 
oil exports.

TRADE AND NEWS ITEMS 


The Arkansas Fertilizer Company, 
of Little Rock, has let a contract for 
og construction of a sulphuric acid 
plant. 


A meeting of the Southern Classifica- 
tion Committee will be held at the 
Hotel Sherman, Chicago, at 10 o’clock 
this morning, for a hearing on the re- 
docketing of the paint and varnish 
schedules in the territory covered by 
the Southern classification. 


Fire, supposed to have originated 
from defective insulation on electric 
wiring, destroyed the five-story ware- 
house and general offices of the Pitts- 
burgh Wall Paper Company at New 
Brighton, Pa., on October 27. The 
loss is estimated at $200,000. 


Robert Paula, farmer near Cutbank, 
Mont., threshed 350 bushels of flaxseed 
from a ten-acre patch, or a yield of 
thirty-five bushels to the acre. No bet- 
ter record in the way of a flax yield is 
known there. This seed was raised in 
the best flax zone of the United States. 


Joseph E. Blackburn, a broker, of 
52 Broadway, this city, formerly pres!- 
dent of the American Potash Com- 
pany, has filed a petition in bank- 
ruptey with liabilities of $120,639 and 
assets of $517,916. Included in the 
assets are 3,500 shares of stock of the 
American Potash Company. 


A. C. Robertson, who for twenty 
years was connected with the Mallinck- 
rodt Chemical Works, is now in busi- 
ness for himself at 246 Water street, 
this city, as a dealer specializing in 
drugs and chemicals. Mr. Robertson’s 
announcement appears on _ another 
page of this issue of the Reporter. 


Instructions have been sent to the 
Collector of Customs at New York by 
the Treasury officials authorizing the 
payment of drawback on exports of 
castor oil and castor pomace from im- 
ported castor seed, and on exports of 
toilet preparations and perfumery with 
the use of domestic tax-paid alcohol. 


After using a fleet of five KisselKar 
trucks for a period of nearly five years, 
Alexander H. Revell & Co., of Chicago, 
have registered their opinion of the 
Kissel product by placing an order for 
four more. The old trucks have each 
been run more than 60,000 miles with 
perfect satisfaction in both city and 
interurban delivery. 


A report from Paraguay states that 
on the upper Paraguay River are sit- 
uated five plants for the extraction of 
the tanning fluid from quebracho logs. 
During 1912 these plants closed down, 
but since the beginning of the war 
three of the factories resumed opera- 
tions, and it is probable that the other 
two will soon follow. 


The regular meeting of the New York 
branch of the American Pharmaceuti- 
eal Association will be held this eve- 
ning at 8.30 in the New York College 
of Pharmacy Building, on West Sixty- 
eighth street. The feature of the meet- 
ing will be a paper presented by Otto 
Raubenheimer on the forthcoming edi- 
tion of the National Formulary. 


The Maryland section of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society will hold its 
eighth regular meeting next Saturday, 
November 13, at 8.15 p. m., at Hopkins 
Hall, Baltimore, when officers will be 
elected, and George L. Ringel, of 
Fritzsche Bros., New York, will speak 
on “The Distillation of Essential Oils 
from Antiquity to Modern Days.” 


The Colonial Oil Company has noti- 
fied its stockholders that a meeting 
will be held at 15 Exchange Place, 
Jersey City, November 24, to vote on 
the dissolution of the company. For 
several years the only business of the 
Colonial Oil Company has been carried 
on as agent of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey at Buenos Aires, 
Argentina. 


The Philadelphia Textile School, in 
response to a national demand, has 
opened an augmented course in the 
study of dyes, substitutes for them and 
special instruction in experimenting 
with various chemicals, which may lead 
to the discovery of a way to manufac- 
ture dyes in this country -which will 
compare in price and quality with those 
made abroad. 


That a new laboratory for the Buf- 
falo district of the United States Drug 
and Food Department is fairly well as- 
sured became evident last week with 
the arrival of Samuel H. Ross, of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, of Washington, 
D. C. Mr. Ross is now at work on the 
specifications for the new laboratory 
and offices, and it is expected that the 
work of fitting them up will soon begin. 


David Gunsburg, a Buffalo oil pro- 
ducer, is dead. He was born in Frei- 
berg, Germany, fifty years ago, and 
came to (New York in his boyhood. Mr. 
Gunsburg bought an interest in an oil- 
producing business with Albert Hoch- 
stetter, of Buffalo. The oil wells were 
in Oklahoma. Mr. Gunsburg was a di- 
rector of the People’s bank of Buffalo, 
a trustee of the Buffalo Trust Company 
and a member of the Buffalo Club. 


J. A. Woolfolk, Republic Building, 
Louisville, is contemplating erection 
of a plant to manufacture denatured 
alcohol from wood waste and farm 
products. He has asked for prices on 
machinery and data on manufacturing 
such products. 


Announcement is made of the forth- 
coming annual convention of the Asso- 
ciation of Official Agricultural Chem- 
ists, which is to be held at Washing- 
ton on November 15-17. While a large 
part of the program of this meeting is 
given over to the discussion of feeds 
and feeding stuffs, dairy products and 
food adulteration, there are to be some 
reports from committees on the sub- 
ject of fertilizers, medicinal plants and 
drugs. 


The dye situation will be one of the 
important topics discussed at the meet- 
ting Saturday, November 13, of Penn- 
sylvania underwear manufacturers at 
the’ Hotel Berkshire, at Reading, Pa. 
The meeting will be held under the 
auspices of the National Association of 
Hosiery and Underwear Manufacturers. 
A large attendance is expected by C. B. 
Carter, secretary of the national organ- 
ization, who issued the call for the 
meeting. 


Investigation of the fire at the South 
Bradford, Pa., plant of the American 
Acid and Alkali Company has raised 
well-founded suspicions that it was the 


work of firebugs. Former Senator 
Lewis Emery, Jr., the owner, is sub- 
stantiated by the workmen in the 


theory that the flames originated in the 
storage department and not in the part 
of the building as first suggested. The 
suspiciouS features of the fire came 
when a part of the debris was removed. 


A Maryland concern has secured a 
contract to build two tank steamers 
for the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey. Each of the vessels is to be of, 
14,000 tons, and the pair of ships must 
be delivered next year. The craft are 
to be of the twin-screw type, 475 feet 
long, and their cost will be about $2,- 
000,000. A company located in Wil- 
mington, Del., has received an order 
to duplicate the two vessels, all four 
of which are to be finished about the 
same time. 


J. J. Farrell, Minnesota dairy and food 
commissioner, has started a probe to 
determine whether or not Minnesota is 
being flooded with adulterated linseed 
oil. He is working with the State Board 
of Control in examining samples of oil 
being bought by the board. Inspectors 
of the Dairy and Food Department are 
visiting all state institutions where lin- 
seed oil is being used, and samples for 
analysis by the State Chemist are being 
procured. A quantity of oil bought by 
the state has been seized. 


The United States Geological Survey 
has published a monograph prepared by 
Cc. G. Yale and Hoyt S. Gale, covering 
the production of magnesite in the 
United States during 1914, being the 
final figures for that year. The mono- 
graph also devotes considerable space 
to the discussion of the uses of mag- 
nesite in the production of particular 
brands of cement; also carbon dioxide, 
magnesia paints, etc. During the last 
year there was produced in the country 
11,293 short tons of crude magnesite, 
valued at $124,223. 

Postmaster Morgan, of New York, an- 
nounces that admissible liquids and oils, 
pastes, salves and other articles easily 
liquefiable may be sent by international 
parcel post from the United States to 
Gibraltar and from Gibraltar to the 
United States, provided said articles are 
packed in accordance with the require- 
ments of the postal laws and regula- 
tions for such articles in the domestic 
mails. Circulars containing full infor- 
mation upon the subject may be ob- 
tained at the general postoffice or at 
any postoffice station. 


The regular meeting and the two hun- 
dred and twenty-ninth dinner of the 
Paint and Oil Club of New England will 
be held at the Parker House, Boston, 
Thursday evening, November 11. The 
business session will consist of reading 
records of the annual meeting, commu- 
nications, report of delegates to the na- 
tional convention and action on pro- 
posed amendment to by-laws. Edward 
H. Thompson will be the honored guest, 
and will give an illustrated lecture on 
Yucatan, at which place he was United 
States Consul for twenty-eight years. 


The Division of Foreign Tariffs of the 
Commerce Department at Washington 
has been advised by Russian authority 
of the exemption from presentation of 
certificates of origin on commodities 
imported into Russia in certain cases. 
Comment is made, however, in this re- 
port that if the goods are of German, 
Austrian or Turkish origin, discrim- 
inating surtaxes are to be applied. In- 
cluded in the Russian customs circu- 
lar are the following articles for which 
the exemption is granted from the 
presentation of certificates of origin:— 
Chloride of lime, chlorates of potas- 
sium and sodium, calcium carbide, ben- 
zol, white lead and zinc white, copper 
and aluminum. 


Harrison Bros. & Co., Inc., has is- 
sued, through its president, Robert 8S. 
Perry, a statement to its stockholders 
to the effect that the company is en- 
joying a substantial chemical business 
and that their orders through 1916 indi- 
cate that the company has a full par- 
ticipation in the unusual opportunities 
due to the European war. In our last 
issue we noted a dividend of 1% per 
cent. on the preferred stock of this 
company. 


S. P. F. Carbolineum, a coal-tar prod- 
duct manufactured by Bruno Grosche & 
Co., of this city, used as a preservative 
treatment on woodwork, is gaining in 
popularity with many of the largest 
commercial enterprises in the country. 
That the preservative treatment of tim- 
ber is an economic operation is recog- 
nized as an undisputed fact. S. P. F. 
Carbolineum has taken an important 
part during the past forty years in es- 
tablishing this condition. Its merits 
were recognized in Europe as early as 
1872, and it has been in use in the 
United States since 1887. Its use is a 
reliable insurance against the destruc- 
tion of all woodwork exposed to rot 
rather than to wear and tear. 


The Court of Appeals of Kentucky 
has declared unconstitutional section 
11 of the Pure Food and Drugs Act, 
which appropriated $30,000 annually 
to cover the cost of making chemical 
analyses by the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station at Lexington, Ky. The 
station was allowed $7.50 for each 
analysis, the tutal not to exceed $30,- 
000 a year. Auditor Bosworth recently 
refused to pay a claim of $8,460.50 in 
fees, under advice of Attorney-General 
Garnett, on the grounds that the law 
was unconstitutional and the use to 
which the money was to be put, build- 
ing a cold storage plant and abattoir, 
was unauthorized. The experiment 
station sued and won in the Franklin 
Circuit Court. 


Louis Sulzer, manager of Sulzer Bros., 
crude drug dealers, of Madison, Ind., is 
in the city, accompanied by his daugh- 
ter, Miss Ray Sulzer. Mr. Sulzertis en 
rcute home from a point in Maine, 
where he has just purchased the largest 
crop of cultivated golden seal root ever 
harvested. There were almost 3,500 
pounds, valued at over $14,000, in this 
crop, which was raised on five acres. 
The grower had seven acres under culti- 
vation, and could have sold 5,000 pounds, 
at current market prices. Mr. Sulzer 
states that while the yield of wild root 
has been short this season, the culti- 
vated root is coming in more heavily 
each season and there are more grow- 
ers each year. As it takes five years 
for the root to mature sufficiently to 
produce the medicinal qualities, there 
will be more each year, as new fields 
become old enough. On account of the 
European war, the demand for golden 
seal root has been curtailed in this 
country and elsewhere, and American 
consumption has notably decreased. 


Large shippers of fertilizer, paints, 
oils, drugs, and heavy drugs in the 
Middle West are considerably interest- 
ed in the recent announcement of the 
Inland Navigation Company to the ef- 
fect that this concern will shortly 
launch the first of thirty-six large 
steel, self-propelled barges which will 
operate on the Ohio, Mississippi and 
contributory rivers. The first of these 
barges will shortly be launched at the 
Howard Shipyard, at Jeffersonville, 
Ind. This boat will be 250 feet long 
and have a capacity of 1,600 tons at a 
depth of seven and one-half feet. The 
boats will have a speed of twenty-two 
miles an hour down stream and fifteen 
miles up stream, and will be equipped 
with powerful gasoline engines and 
wireless. Rates will be about 75 per 
cent. of the rail rates now in effect, and 
regular schedules will be maintained. 
All freight will be insured between 
shipment and delivery to consignee. 
The company will absorb all charges, 
such as switching, unloading, loading, 
etc., between shipper and consignee. 
The main office of the company is at 
New Orleans. 


George Strauss, a valued employe of 
the wholesale drug house of Lehn & 
Fink for more than forty years and 
manager of that company’s city de- 
partment within recent years, died 


October 30 in his residence at 448 
Eastern Parkway, Brooklyn, in his 
seventieth year. Mr. Strauss was 


born in Gera, Saxony, and, while a 
young man, was apprenticed to the 
wholesale drug firm of Lampe, Kauf- 
mann & Co., of Leipzig, which has 
since become Bruckner, Lampe & Co., 
of Berlin. After having acquired a 
thorough knowledge of the business, 
he traveled extensively for this house 
in Russia and other countries of 
Europe. At the outset of the Franco- 
Prussian war he enlisted in the army 
and fought throughout that conflict. 
Later he came to New York and be- 
came connected with Lehn & Fink, re- 
maining with that house until his 
death. Mr. Strauss took a keen in- 
terest in singing, being a member 
of the New York Beethoven Maenner- 
chor. His wife and a son, William T. 
Strauss, who is with Lehn & Fink, 
survive him.

Assurance of Anti-Pyretic Drugs. 
St. Louis, Nov. 2, 1915. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 


The exorbitant prices now demanded 
for such products as acetphenetidin and 
phenolphthalein—which products we have 
in the past manufactured on quite a large 
scale—prompts us to write you, request- 
that you give publication to the follow- 
ing, for the interest of the trade, so 
that there need be no apprehension as to 
future supplies of these products. 

We, the same as other manufacturers, 
have, in the past, imported from Ger- 
many what was our raw material for 
the manufacture of acetphenetidin, but 
which raw material was known in Ger- 
many as an intermediate. 

As German manufacturers will not 
ship us this raw material or intermedi- 
ate product for various reasons, even 
though a permit for shipment be obtained 
fiom the British Government, and not- 
withstanding the fact that we have a 
contract with the manufacturers for the 
material, we have been unable for some 
months past to manufacture acetpheneti- 
din (phenacetin). 

We were, therefore, forced to find ways 
and means for the production of this raw 
material, and we are pleased to be able 
to say that we have been successful in 
this regard, and expect that by January 
we will again be manufacturing acetphe- 
netidin (phenacetin) as in the past. 

We might also say that we expect the 
cost of this article will not exceed $2.50 
per pound. 

The same conditions apply practically to 
phenolphthalein, ahnetee the cost of 
this product may be a little higher, be- 
cause of the present position of phenol 
and the other products efitering into its 
manufacture, 

We believe the trade should be advised 
of these conditions, so that they will not 
be alarmed about future supplies of these 
products, and not buy at the high prices 
now prevailing, excepting such quanti- 
ties as may be urgently required.

Jobbins Glycerine and Alumina Plants 
Again Damaged by Fire. 


Another fire, the second within four- 
teen months, originating in the plant of 
William F. Jobbins, Inc., manufacturers 
of glycerine and sulphate of alumina, 
at Aurora, Ill, caused serious damage 
to the buildings composing that plant, 
and also spread to the buildings of the 
Alba Manufacturing Company, a sub- 
sidiary concern of the Jobbins enter- 
prise, which was engaged in recovering 
glycerine from printers’ rollers on Oc- 
tober 30. 

Officers of the Jobbins and Alba com- 
panies say it is still impractical to esti- 
mate the extent of the damage to the 
buildings of these companies. Present 
estimates of the damage range from $35,- 
000 to $50,000. The directors state, how- 
ever, that the fire has not crippled the 
operations of the Alba company, and that 
the Jobbins’ plant is not out of business. 
That portion of the Jobbins’ plant 
which was destroyed in the disastrous 
fire of August 23 and 24, 1914, was not af- 
tected by this latest fire which, however, 
will probably prevent the Jobbins com- 
pany from making adequate quantities of 
sulphate of alumina to meet the require- 
ments of its customers for ‘several 
months to come. 

The fire which assailed the Jobbins’ 
plant last year was believed to have been 
of incendiary origin, but the cause of the 
latest conflagration has not been deter- 
mined. It is not believed, however that 
it was due to any explosion of the glyc- 
erine which the Alba company was re- 
covering, as that concern was not en- 
gaged in making nitro-glycerine by treat- 
ing the dynamite grade of this commodity 
with nitric acid, as was at first reported, 
but was merely distilling glycerol and 
making the dynamite grade of that com- 
modity after obtaining relatively large 
quantities of crude grades from the roll- 
ers. No insurance was carried on the 
plant because of the virtually prohibitive 
fire rates placed upon the plant by the 
Illinois Board of Fire Underwriters, 
which classified the risk in the same cat- 
egory as those of the nitro-glycerine 
makers or the manufacturers of some 
other explosive.

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


THE MINNEAPOLIS MARKET, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 3, 19165. 
\ very poor run of flaxseed is reported 
by local buyers. A lot more seed arrived 
during the past week, but most of it was 
lacking in quality or wet. The few cars 
of choice seed that arrived were taken 
very readily and at good comparative 
prices. The poor seed was neglected and 
some of it had to be carried over or 
shipped to Duluth for resale there. In 
tact, the crop this year is very disap- 
pointing in quality and the oil yield will 
not be very heavy. 
The movement to market is heavy. Du- 
luth and Minneapolis received about 650,- 


000 bushels, compared with a total of 
about 425,000 received a week ago, and 
about 900,000 received a year ago. All 


sections are shipping freely, and the va- 
riety of samples is unusually great. In 
spite of the fine weather of the past two 
or three weeks, there is considerable 
damp seed coming in that the buyers are 
unwilling to take at reasonable looking 
discounts, although they are fair when 
the actual oil value of the seed is consid- 
ered. . 

Present prices evidently are attractive 
to the farmers, as only a small amount 
of stuff is being taken in on storage 
tickets. Deliveries during the past week 
were restricted some by fall plowing, but 
they were liberal, heavier than generally 
expected. Threshing conditions have 
been very favorable for some time past, 
and the farmers managed to make great 
progress in their operations. y b 

So far no Canadian seed has arrived in 
the local market, but chances are grow- 
ing brighter for such a development. Fu- 
tures in Wimnipeg are low enough to ac- 
count for the duty. Crushers are buying 
Winnipeg futures with an idea of taking 
delivery and shipping the seed to Buffalo. 
Eastern crushers are receiving further 
supplies of Argentine seed, but this does 
not interfere with their interest in the 
Duluth futures. The advance in the No- 
vember future in that market was due to 


the demand coming from Eastern crush- 
ers. , , 
The demand for to arrive seed is uot 


very keen owing to the variable quality 
of the stuff being shipped. Buyers prefer 
to examine the stuff before making pur- 


chases. Offerings to arrive are fairly 
heavy. Prices are about S0c. better than 
they were a year ago, and the farmers 


seem willing enough to part with their 
product at the prevailing level. Lime ele- 
vator companies are putting the seed in 
transit as quickly as possible owing to 
the condition of same and the uncer- 
tainty of the market. Owing to the qual- 
ity, it is hard to hedge country purchases 
satisfactorily. 

Local elevator stocks are being added 
to slightly and the increases at Duluth 
are moderate. Total stocks in both mar- 
kets are but 292,000 bushels, compared 
with 2,114,000 bushels on hand a year ago. 
Chances for deliveries on the November 
future are poor, and the movement will 
have to be much heavier than expected 
to prevent a further rise in prices due 
to technical market conditions. Deferred 
futures are holding up well compara- 
tively. 

A lot of low grade flax arriving in this 
market is being reshipped to Duluth be- 
cause the buyers here will not pay enough 
for it. The fact of the matter is that the 
seed is so poor the crushers here do not 
want it at any price if they can get 
enough raw material of satisfactory qual- 
ity to take care of their requirements 

More mills will be opened next week. 
Two crushers have been accumulating 
a supply of seed this week for operations 
and at least one company will put its 
presses in operation. 

A year ago the farm movement fell off 
sharply, and there was a good run of 
seed coming in from country elevators 
This year the movement is not as heavy, 
but the farmers are delivering as freely 
as conditions permit 

LINSEED OIL. 

The market for oil is not 
Buyers are taking a normal suplpy for 
this season of the year, and their inter- 
est in deferred is limited. Few bookings 
of deferred contracts have been made 
since the crop began to move, largely 
because the buyers held very bearish 
views concerning the course of the mar- 
ket. During the past week there was 
some increase in the interest shown, but 
the buyers were not willing to place their 
orders. Today there were several in- 
quiries for round lots of oil for future 
shipment, but no bookings were reported. 
There is no doubt but what some of the 
buyers have made up their minds that 
they missed their real opportunity to lay 
in season’s supplies, but now they are un- 
willing to follow the advance. There was 
an advance of 2c. in quotations today on 


very brisk. 


account of the rally in the futures, and 
the crushers are not in a mood to make 
cheap prices on a speculative basis. The 


strong undertone of the futures is a de- 
terrant. There is a general feeling that 
the crop has been very much overesti- 
mated, and that the oil supply this year 
will be very small in comparison with the 
per acre yield. Also there is no market 
for new year cake at all, and it would be 
hard to figure out a selling basis for oil. 
Crushers are more than willing to wait 
for developments and not make commit- 
ments that will likely result im serious 
losses later. Conditions remain abnormal 
and there seems to be little promise of 


profits in prices based on the present 
value of cake and seed. 
Practically all of the mills are dispos- 


ing of their output of oil at the moment. 
Jobbers are buying quite freely and take 


delivery promptly. Shipping directions 
on maturing contracts are good. All 
things indicate that the buyers have no 


plethora of supplies on hand, and are in 
need of fresh shipments to take care of 
requirements from week to week. 
Oil is quoted at 56@57c. mostly. 
LINSEED OIL MEAL. 


Business in meal is light. Buyers want 
some stuff right along, but most of them 
refuse to take it at present prices. Prac- 
tically all of the out movement of by- 
product now is represented in cake ship- 
ments. A few cars of meal are taken 


from time to time, and the mixed car 
dealers want supplies off and on, but the 
general situation is dull because of the 
high level of meal prices and the low 
level of millfeed prices. Quotations range 
from $34.50 to $36, though little trade is 
reported at the low of the range, 
LINSEED OTL CAKE, 

There is a fair inquiry for Névember 
and December cake noted, but there was 
no improvement in the situation regard- 
ing cake to be shipped after the turn of 
the year. Even though the buyers are 
showing interest in the mearby cake, 
few of the inquiries result in actual trad- 
ing. juast bids represented about $33 
Minneapolis. Crushers are in no position 
to sell much cake for November ship- 
ment. Most of them can supply some De- 
cember, but are asking prices that do not 
seem to meet with the views of the East- 
ern exporters. As far as the immediate 
future is concerned, the crushers have 
nothing to worry about, as the bulk of 
their Output has been contracted for, 
and there is no chance of an accumula- 
tion. As yet there is nothing in the news 
to lend hope of a market for the output 
of the coming year.

The nearness of the close 
of mavigation doubtless has a good deal 
to do with this movement, but other fac- 
tors enter into consideration, for the 
crushers are not buying seed just to ship 
it unless aay foresee need of it, with 
less opportunity of getting it at smaller 
cost elsewhere, 
hat the freight rate on the Océan is 
having something to do with the popu- 
larity and consequent advance in price of 
the domestic seed, there is little doubt. 
The freight rates are advancing to the 
stage where the domestic brand, evén 
with the price piling up, is a. profitable 
quantity in comparison. It is likely that 
this fact is the most potent quality that 
effects the market at this time. The 
question of size of the crop has been 
rather lost sight of lately, but when it is 
determined it will likely have an effect. 
But for the time, the fence that ocean 
rates aré building around this continent 
is the thing that counts. 
Crushers are buying quite liberally each 
day and do not seem to have come to the 


end of their string yet. The increasing 
general consumption through resuming 
of manufacturing, and the other uses 


for the oil caused by a return of pros- 
perity, is making the oil market better, 
and the needs for seed are becoming im- 
mediate. Argentine seed cannot be wait- 
ed for, and, anyway, to judge by the 
cables, England wants about all of that 
she can get, 

Speculators are buying the far futures 
during the last few days ih the belief, 
expressed frequently here, that flax will 
go to $2.50 because of the virtual barring 
of Argentine seed and light stocks in this 
country,

There was not much interest in the 


local flax market during the past week. 
Receipts at Winnipeg were unusually 


light for the time of the year, and the 
offerings were readily absorbed, but the 
volume of trade was small. At mid-week 
the market was stronger under the in- 
fluence of a report that Old Country 
buyers were taking more interest in 
Canadian flax, but changes were gener- 
ally in sympathy with fluctuations at 
Duluth. 

Stocks of flax in store at Fort William 
and Port Arthur at the week-end totaled 
418,758 bushels, against 396,677 bushels a 
week previous, and 1,168,623 bushels at the 
corresponding date last year. Shipments 
for last week amounted to 71,064 bushels, 
as compared with 301,118 bushéls in the 
preceding Week, atid 316,072 bushels in 
the correspondiig week of last year. It 
is probable that the cause of the slow 
m6vement to date is the lateness of all 
grain threshing in Westérn Canada this 


season, on account of rather freqtient 
rains. Some time ago it was estimated 


that considerable damage had been done 
to the flax crop, but, so far, most of the 
receipts are grading No. 1 Northwestern.

Production of Zinc in Breslau. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 5, 1915. 


An account of the production of zinc in 
the Breslau district of Germany. has 
reached the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce under date of August 
14. The report is based upon informa- 
tion obtained from the mines, furnaces 
and roiling mills, and gives the follow- 
ing details:— 

The Hohenlohewerke A. G. is one of the most 
important mining enterprises in the Breslau 
consular district. Its annual report, recently 
issued, shows that during the fiscal year 1914- 
1915, the two-zinc ore mines, Brzosowitz and 
Neue Helene, produced 283,512 metric tons of 
calamine-blend, against 394,037 tons in the 
preceding year; the amount of calamine and 
blend treated or dressed was 396,918 tons, ag 
compared with 431,837 tons. Out of this there 
were produced 131,021 tons of zinc ore, lead 
ore, and iron pyrites, against 173,862 tons in 
1913-14. The Hohenlohe corporation again 
handled 75 per cent. of the total production 
of the Brzosowitz mine and 85 per cent. of 
the production of the Neue Helene mine; the 
rest was sold in the adjacent districts. The 
zinc furnaces produced 23,825 tons of pig zinc, 
2,731 tons of zinc dust, 380 tons of soft lead, 
and 3,520 kilos (7,760 pounds) of cadmium, as 
compared with 36,324 tons of pig zinc, 2,654 
tons of zinc dust, 624 tons of soft lead, and 
3,673 kilos (8,098 pounds) of cadmium in 1913- 
1914. The corporation erected several new fur- 
naces for the production of refined zinc during 
the second half of the year. The zinc plate 
rolling mills produced 7,867 tons of sheet zinc, 
of which 7,778 tons were sold, as compared 
with a production of 10,559 tons in the pre- 
ceding year. The roasting furnaces produced 
54,206 tons of calamine-blend, as compared 
with 82,960 tons last year, and 12,777 tons of 
sulphuric acid, as against 11,476 in the pre- 
ceding year, 





Shanghai Drug-Chemical Field. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 5, 1915. 
Attention is called by Commercial At- 
tache Arnold at Peking to the fact that 
suggestions have been made from time to 
time by American hospitals and medical 
schools in China that there should be es- 
tablished in Shanghai an Ameiican firm 


carrying a full stock of hospital and 
medical school supplies. Commenting 
upon the situation in China, the com- 


mercial attache says:— 

It would seem that the hospitals and medical 
schools in China experience much difficulty in 
securing supplies of gauze, cotton of different 
fibers (sterilizing done in China), suture ma- 
terial, drugs and chemicals in bulk, and surgi- 
cal instruments. It is recommended that an es- 
tablishment be opened in Shanghai capable of 
combining the carrying of stocks of drugs and 
chemicals with surgical instruments and appli- 
ances. There will be a growing demand for 
these materials in China, especially since the 
inauguration of the work of the Rockefeller 
Foundation Commission toward encouraging 
medical education in this country. The work of 
this commission will result in securing for cer- 
tain medical schools and hospitals already in 
the field a better and more complete equipment 
and facilities for more extensive work, all of 
which will involve the creation of a greater 
market for American drugs, chemicals, surgical 
instruments and appliances,

The market for paint materials was 
featured this week by advances in 
price for lead pigments. Stronger mar- 
kets for the metal caused an upward 
revision in the quotations for the prod- 
ucts. The trade also received notices to 
the effect that new contract prices had 
been established for zinc oxide. One 


of the prominent features of the new 
contract is that sellers are accepting 
orders only for the first half of the 
year on American process zinc oxide, 
and for the first three months of 1916 
on French process zinc oxide. Linseed 
oil was firmer under the influence of 
higher prices for flaxseed, but there is 
practically no demand for oil contracts 
covering deliveries over the early part 
of next year. Spirits of turpentine 
showed a decline in price for the week, 
but naphthas were marked up a cent 
a gallon. A famine is threatened in 
muriate of potash, and this may have a 
decided effect upon yellow prussiate of 
potash and the other potash com- 
pounds which are used in the paint 
trade. Quicksilver also records a sharp 
advance in price this week, and the in- 
terval is noteworthy for the fluctua- 
tions in the various materials. Dry 
colors are in an unsettled position in 
many cases, and developments do not 
favor any improvement in the situation 
in the immediate future. A report from 
Washington states that the marketed 
production of silica in 1914 for use in 
the manufacture of pottery, paints, 
scouring soaps, as a wood filler, and as 
a polisher was 181,731 short tons, valued 
at $612,829. A review of the linseed oil 
and naval stores markets will be found 
on pages 21 and 23, respectively. On 
page 12 there is a complete report on 
the flaxseed situation. A report on al- 
cohol will be found under the drug 
market. Comment on the important 
items in the paint trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—A very strong market 
is reported for pig lead, and sellers 
have asked more for their offerings. 
At the close of the week the price at 
New York was 5c. per pound, and the 
market was said to be strong at that 
figure. Export buying is largely re- 
sponsible for the firmer position of the 
market, but with foreign markets hold- 
ing at high levels, the prospects for a 
decline in the home markets is not 
bright. A report from Kingston, Can- 
ada, states that certain lead mines near 
Kingston have been sold to New York 
interests, and it is understood that the 
mines will shortly be started up. They 
are said to be in shape for turning out 
lead in thirty days. Work was sus- 
pended at the mines about two years 
ago. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBO- 
NATE).—Leading producers of basic 
carbonate made a change in their 
schedule of prices this week, and from 
the first of the month an advance of 
one-quarter cent per pound was effec- 
tive on the pigment, both dry and 
ground in oil. The revised price is 6c. 
per pound for dry white lead and 7c. 
per pound for lead in oil. Producing 
costs are said to have increased, and 
that this is true is seen from the fact 
that a year ago pig lead was selling at 
3.50c. per pound, as against 5bc. per 
pound, the current quotation. Acetic 
acid a year ago was quoted at 3@3.30c. 
per pound, while the present market is 
unsettled with 7@8c. per pound as the 
prices quoted. This refers to 56 degrees 
acid. There is a good inquiry for white 
lead and consumption of both dry lead 
and lead in oil is seasonable. Bids for 
navy supplies were opened on Tuesday 
and included a lot of 50,000 pounds of 
white lead in oil for delivery at Brook- 
lyn. The low bid was on a basis of 
5.18c. per pound. Exports of white lead 
have been running heavy this year. 
Official figures give exports for August 
at 2,161,680 pounds, valued a. $120,072, 
as against 1,146,476 pounds, vulued at 
$60,819, in August last year. Exports

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL— 
PHATE).—The advance in quotations 
forms the most important feature to 
the market for the interval. This ad- 
vance consisted of one-quarter cent per 
pound, and makes the price for round 
lots 5%c. per pound, with the usual 
premiums for smaller amounts. The 
market is fairly active and jobbing lots 
are coming in for attention as well as 
the larger quantities. 

RED LEAD.—Interest in this oxide 
is said to have increased this week as 
a result of the announcement of higher 
prices. As with white lead, the new 
quotations show an advance of one- 
quarter cent per pound over the prices 
formerly quoted. Red lead in oil is now 


held at 7%c. per pound and dry red 
lead at 6%c. per pound. These prices 
refer to round lots, and there is a range 
according to quantity, with values ad- 
vancing as the amount called for be- 
comes smaller. Bids were called for 
this week for 20,000 pounds of dry red 
lead for the Lighthouse Service at 
Tompkinsville, S. I. The low bid was 
on a basis of 5.8c. per pound. 


LITHARGE.—Routine deliveries are 
being made to the various consuming 
trade, and the glass trade is said to 
have become more active in calling for 
withdrawals. It is also reported that 
this material is being used in new 
channels, which helps to increase de- 
mand. Prices were revised upwards 
during the week, and round lots are 
now quoted on a basis of 64c. per 
pound, with smaller lots commanding 
the usual premiums. 


ORANGE MINERAL.—The quotation 
for orange mineral is now held at 9c. 
per pound for round lots. This shows 
an advance of one-quarter cent per 
pound over the prices quoted up to this 
week. The advance was brought about 
by the higher market for pig lead, and 
as the latter closed in a firm position, 


the newly announced figures are re- 
garded as strong. 
SPELTER.—Demand for spelter is 


reported to be good for export and 
for domestic consumption, and the 
market has been strong all through the 
week. The price at New York for 
prompt shipment is variable with 13.30 
@13.40c. per pound representing a fair 
range. On futures the prices are lower 
than for prompt shipment and the first 
quarter of next year is offered at 13.50 
@13.60c. per pound. St. Louis quotes 
spelter at 15@15.30c. per pound. Zinc 
ore is quoted at $80@90 per ton. 

ZINCS.—Leading sellers of zinc oxide 
are now quoting on contracts for next 
year. In the case of American process 
zine oxide the contract price refers to 
deliveries over the first half of the 
year and in the case of French process 
zinc oxide the quotations hold good 
only for deliveries beginning January 
1 and extending over the first three 
months of the year. The price for 
American zinc oxide is 8%c. per pound 
for fifty-ton lots and 8%c. per pound 
for car lots. Selected stocks are quoted 
at 9%@9%c. per pound, according to 
quantity. Leaded zinc oxide is offered 
at 6%@6%4c. per pound, with some of 
the better grades held at 8%@8%éc. per 
pound. -All above quotations are based 
upon shipment in barrels. French proc- 
ess zinc oxide is quoted at 16c. per 
pound for red seal, 16%c. per pound for

seal. 


DRY COLORS. 
BLACKS. 


A steady market rules for lampblack, 
with a considerable range in the price 
quoted, according to quality. Commer- 
cial grades are holding at 4@8c. per 
pound. Carbon gas black is moving in 
a& normal way, with good call for de- 
livery against old orders. Prices are 
quoted at 54%@6%%4c. per pound. Routine 
demand is reported for mineral blacks 
and sellers say values depend upon 
grade, with $18@25 per ton as the quo- 
tation prices. Bone black shows no 
new features and is selling on a basis 
of 24%@5c. per pound. 

BLUES. 


Considerable discussion was heard 
this week regarding the future of colors 
which require yellow prussiate of pot- 
ash in their manufacture. The base 
of yellow prussiate is muriste of potash 
and the latter was quoted at $400 per 
ton this week and the prospects are 
that no supplies will be available at 
any price in a short time. In this event 
the supplies of prussiate would be 
problematical and the supply of colors 
would also be very much curtailed. 
Attempts to substitute soda for potash 
in the making of blues are still being 
made, and the results are not the same 
in all cases, as some reports are favor-

Ultra- 
marine blue is holding a steady course, 
with prices quoted at 4@l5ic. per pound, 
according to grade. 

BROWNS. 


There is nothing new in the market 
for browns from the standpoint of 
prices, and foreign grades of sienna 
are holding at 5@7c. per pound. Nor- 
mal conditions prevail in the market 
for domestic sienna and umber and 
quotations are 2@2%c. per pound for 
umber, burnt, and 24%@8c. per pound 
for raw. Domestic grades of sienna 
are offered at 24@38e. per pound. 

GREENS. 

The situation with regard to chrome 
green is becoming more complicated, 
as raw materials are going up in price 
and this renders quotations for the 
finished color unsettled. There is a 
tendency among sellers to quote pri- 
vately and to make no offers except on 
specific inquiry. ‘Bichromates are ad- 
vancing in price and consumers who 
are not covered by contracts are at a 
disadvantage. The uncertain position 
of Prussian blue also has an effect 
upon chrome green. 

REDS. 

Another advance in prices for quick- 
silver were announced on Friday of this 
week and the quotation now is $115 per 
flask of 75 pounds. This has caused 
quotations for quicksilver reds to be- 


come nominal and it is difficult to ob- 
tain supplies. The lower grades of 
reds are in fair demand, with values 
reported to be strong. Prices are 2%@ 
5c. per pound for American Indian 
reds. Standard English reds are sell- 
ing at 5c. per pound. Tuscan reds are 
easy at 10@18c. per pound, according to 
grade. 
YELLOWS 

Chrome yellow chemically pure is 
firm, with sellers reserved. Many of 


the colors are in a position where open 
quotations are not given and chrome 
yellow is advancing to that stage. The 
prices for chrome yellow show a range 
according to grade and 13@22c. per 
pound indicates’ the variation on a 
quality basis. Ocher is steady and 
values are repeated at $14@20 per ton. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS, 


BARYTES.—The situation in the 
market for barytes has not changed. 
There is fair demand for high grade 
stocks and the lower grades also are 
in good request. The market is not 
especially active, but reports of export 
possibilities are encouraging and some 
sellers are said to be paying consid- 
erable attention to this field. Prices 
are holding at $16@20 per ton, accord- 
ing to grade. 

CHALK.—Recent arrivals of chalk 
were noted at Philadelphia, but im- 
ports are comparatively small and 
difficulty is still met with in securing 
tonnage and in getting the chalk load- 
ed for shipment to this country. Prices 
remain largely nominal and the spot 
market is bare of supplies. Freights 
are reported to be high and this adds 
to the uncertainty of the market. 

CHINA CLAY.—Consumption of do- 
mestic grades of china clay is said to 
be gaining ground owing to. the 





scarcity of the foreign offerings. The 
shipping situation is not improved and 
future arrivals of English clay are un- 
certain. Prices for English clay are 
given at $12@17 per ton, but these 
.prices are by no means free and are of 
small importance when it comes to 
finding a seller who is able to deliver 
promptly. Domestic clay is holding at 
$8@10 per ton, according to grade. 

LITHOPONE.—Domestic consumers 
are receiving deliveries of lithopone 
on a basis of 7c. per pound, but the 
market is still suffering from a paucity 
of stocks and it is difficult for some 
buyers to enter the market and place 
an order. Producers are giving the 
preference to the old customers and 
only the surplus stocks which are de- 
cidedly small are in the open market. 
Foreign grades of lithopone were noted 
as arriving at the local market during 
the week, but such stocks which are 
not sold ahead are small and are nom- 
inal in price. 

METALLIC PAINTS.—Progress is 
reported by sellers of metallic paints, 
and the month of October is said to 
have shown a good gain in sales over 
the corresponding period of last year. 
The market is without special feature, 
but there is steady call for moderate 
amounts of this pigment. Prices are 
quoted at $16@18 per ton for browns 
and $12.50@17 for reds, f. o. b. works, 
the inside figures being for car lots. 
For local delivery prices are $18@21 
for browns and $15@18 for reds. 

GLUES. 

Imports of glue in August are offi- 
cially given as 302,442 pounds, valued 
at $21,122, as against 633,077 pounds, 
valued at $50,088, in August last year.

rate of acetyl salicylic acid)—but the story of 
larger home-production in this department has 
been told so often that most people receive it 
cautiously. However, there is no material 
change in acetosal at 47s. 6d.@50s_ per pound, 
and at 16s.@l6s. 6d. per pound for salicylic 
acid and soda salicylate. Methy!] salicylate has 
risen to lls. 6d.@12s. per pound. Quinine is 
still rising, but consumers are rather looking 
on, hoping that the gamble will be checked by 
a falling off in demand from America ani 
other to:eign markets, or by a release of sup- 
piies from Holland, or possibly by an embargo 
on exports. However, the price of German sul- 
phate from second hands has risen another 3d.

Hudson River Fumes to Be Basis of 
Federal Court Action. 


(Special to Cil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Albany, N. Y., Nov. 5, 1915. 
The report from State Commissioner of 
Health Biggs on the result of the inves- 
tigation of the noxious fumes and gases 
along the Hudson River, opposite River- 
side Drive, was filed with Governor Whit- 
man today. The report declared the con- 
ditions arising from the emission of these 
gaseous elements constitute a nuisance. 
Complaint was recently made to the Gov- 
ernor by residents of the West Side, fol- 
lowing which the Commissioner of Health 
undertook an investigation. 
The report of Dr. Biggs follows: 


From a careful review of the facts and evi 


dence presented by this investigation and the 
statements of complainants I hereby find and 
certify :— 


That in the borough of Edgewater, county of 
State of New Jersey, there exist and 
maintained and operated a number 
ef industrial and manufacturing plants en- 
geged in the manufacture of chemicals, foods, 
oils ané other products and in cther operations 

That from the stacks, buildings and prem- 
ises of certain of these manufacturfng plants, 
more especially the Corn Products Company, 
General Chemical Company, Barrett Manufac- 
turing Company, Bulls Ferry Chemical Com- 
pany, Midland Linseed Products Company and 
the Valvoline Oil Company, smoke, gases, 
fumes and vapors are emitted continuousiy or 
intermittently which under certain atmospheric 
conditions are carried across the Hudson River 
and descend and pass upon or over New York 
county 

That the smoke, 
generally of an 
otherwise objectionable 

That when the smoke, gases, fumes and va- 
pors pass over and descend upon New York 
county they are clearly evident and distinguish 
able and to a marked extent offend the senses 
of sight and smell, cause irritation to the 
nose and throat, at times cause coughing, and 
are offensive and thereby affect the comfort 
and repose of residents of New York county. 

That since the smoke, gases, fumes and va 
pors at times affect the nose and throat and 
cause coughing and are offensive, they do af- 
fect at least indirectly, if not directly, the se- 
curity of life and health of the residents of 
New York county, but the extent and measure 
of this effect it is almost impossible for any 
one to determine 

I hereby find and certify that the condition 
arising from the emission of smoke, gases, 
fumes and vapors from certain plants located 
in the borough of Edgewater, county of Ber- 
gen, State of New Jersey, constitute a public 
nuisance which affects the comfort and repose 
and also indirectly, if not directly, the security 
of life and health of a considerable number of 
persons in the county of New York

In- 
vitations have been sent to the officials 
of the Independent Oil Men’s Associa- 
tion and the Western Oil Jobbers’ As- 
sociation, and the meeting promises to 
be a largely attended and interesting 
one. 


A total of 700 convictions for viola- 
tions of the Boylan and Walker or 
New York State opium-chloral and 
cocaine laws within the first year of 
the Boylan law’s enforcement are set 
forth in a report which has just been 
made by Assistant District Attorney 
Floyd L. Wilmot to District Attorney 
Perkins. All of these convictions have 
been obtained in the courts of Special 
and General Sessions for illegal sell- 
ing or possession of the drugs in ques- 
tion, but this number does not include 
the many thousands of persons found 
to be addicted to the use of these 
habit-forming drugs and committed 
by magistrates to State hospitals for 
treatment. Fifty retail druggists and 
several physicians are embraced in the 
list of persons convicted for selling or 
offering the narcotics for sale in an 
illegal manner. Among the convic- 
tions was that of Andrew Blutier, 
alias Andy Blip, who made a practice 
of pedling these drugs and who was 
sentenced to six years and one month 
in the penitentiary, the lengthiest 
sentence so far imposed for violation 
of State narcotic laws.

Information has reached the Com- 
merce Department at Washington from 
Canadian authority to the effect that 
certain lead mines near Kingston, Ont., 
“have been sold to New York interests, 
and it is understood that the mines will 
shortly be put in operation. They are 
said to be in shape for turning out lead 
in thirty days. Work was suspended at 
the mines about two years ago.” 





Zinc Ore Demurrage Charges Sustained 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 5, 1915. 


In a decision just announced by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission involving 
demurrage charges against forty-eight 
carloads of zine ore shipped by the New 
Jersey Zinc Company over the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey imtended for ex- 
port, but which failed of exportation be- 
cause of war conditions late in 1914, the 
commission sustains the demurrage 
charges amounting to several hundred 
dollars as not being unreasonable. The 
point made by the commission in this de- 
cision is, that the effort of the New Jer- 
sey Zinc Company to be relieved of the 
payment of the demurrage charges be- 
cause they would not have been incurred 
if the ore had been exported, the defend- 
ant railroad contended that there was no 
justification to require it to bear a bur- 
den caused by the European war merely 
to afford relief to shippers. In agreeing 
with the position taken by the railroad, 
the commission, among other things, 
Ssays:— 

It is not our function to condemn a carrier's 
charges unless they are unlawful, and deter- 
minations of illegality require consideration of 
the rights of carriers as well as of the rights 
of the shipper. It is well settled that the ap- 
plication of different charges to export traffic 
and to domestic traffic is justifiable. The 
shipments involved were subject to either to 
the tariffs governing export traffic or to the 
tariffs governing domestic traffic. The ore 
shipped was not exported, and the reasonable- 
ness of the demurrage charges applicable to 
domestic shipments is not challenged. The 
complaint accordingly will be dismissed. 

In a decision just announced by the 
commission involving a shipment of olive 
oil from New Orleans to Denver, Colo., 
the commission holds that the rate 
charged was unreasonable to the extent 
that it exceeded $1 per 100 pounds. This 
shipment. was made by the Joseph P. 
Smith Company of New York, and the 
reparation granted the company on this 
shipment amounts to all the charges made 
for carriage of the olive oil above the 
rate mentioned as a reasonable rate. 





Harrison Law Prescription Renewal 
Privilege Discontinued. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 5, 1915. 


The United States Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue has just sent out notifi- 
cations to collectors of internal revenue 
and revenue agents amnouncing the dis- 
continuance of a _ policy temporarily 
adopted under suggestions from the Com- 
missioner’s office relative to the renewal 
of prescriptions under the Harrison 
anti-narcotic law. This policy of author- 
izing renewal is discontinued. The Com- 
missioner in his notice to revenue officers 
Says that it has been decided by his office 


that the continuance of the practice of 
allowing the renewal of narcotic prescrip- 
tions through indicating thereon the 
druggist’s serial mumber can not be per- 
mitted under the law. The reason given 
is that this policy of renewal would be 
inconsistent with the ruling contained in 
Treasury Decision 2213. This order re- 
calls a few letters sent to physicians and 
druggists wherein it was intended to be 
allowed that prescriptions might be re- 
newed by indicating thereon the drug- 
gist's serial number. In the _ future, 
therefore, according to the instructions 
now given to revenue officers, the name 
and address of the patient, the date, and 
names of all the ingredients and quanti- 
ties and the full name and address of the 
physician and registered number, must 
appear on all prescriptions calling for 
nurcotic drugs, preparations or remedies, 
coming under the scope of the law. 





To Test Liability of Outside Possession 
of Narcotic Drugs. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 5, 1915. 


The officials of the Treasury Depart- 
ment who are charged with the duty of 
enforcing the Harrison anti-narcotic law 
do not share in the opinion entertained 
in some quarters that the case recently 


decided in the Federal court of Minne- 
apolis, Minn., by Judge Wilbur F. Booth, 
account of which appeared in last 


an 
Monday's issue of the Reporter, really 
points out amy serious defects in the 
Harrison law. The decision by Judge 


300th was given by way of sustaining 











a demurrer to an indictment against one 
Charles E. Jennin for having in his pos- 
session some of the narcotic drugs men- 
tioned in the law, he being neither a rec- 
ognized handler nor dispenser of the 
drugs in question. 

It appears that when the case came 
on for trial in the Federal court at Min- 
neapolis a motion was made to dismiss, 
and Judge Booth in his opinion is quoted 
as saying that ‘“‘the Harrison law defines 
certain persons who can offend under the 
present rulings. They are those who pro- 
duce, import, manufacture, compound, 
sell, dispense, or give away opium,”’ etc. 
Then he states how such persons May 
violate the law, and adds, ‘‘but mere pos- 
session does not constitute a violation 
of the act in the case of persons who are 
not among those classes named.” Fur- 
ther, it is said with respect to this de- 
cision, that it follows a similar decision 
in the Federal court of Montana, There 
are, doubtless, other cases of like im- 
port, and one case that is to be used as 
a test of the question whether “any per- 
son” may have wrongful possession of 
the narcotic drugs mentioned in the Har- 
rison law was recently decided in Pitts- 
burgh and is shortly to be presented in 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

Among the officials of the department 
the expression quoted as having been 
made by United States District Attorney 
Jacques, at Minneapolis, regarding Judge 
Booth’s decision to the effect that it will 
“sive immunity as far as the Federal 
Government is concerned to those ‘dope 
fiends’ who are caught with drugs in 
their possession,” is substantially correct 
if the doctrine announced by Judge Booth 
is to be sustained as the correct interpre- 
tation of the Harrison law. 

That the Harrison law, however, does 
cover “any person who wrongfully has 
in his possession the narcotic drugs 
mentioned in the Harrison law’ is the 
opinion of department officials who are 
best informed as to the details of that 
law, and the interpretation which prop- 
erly should be placed upon the act in 
its entirely but not in such a way evi- 
dently as given by Judge Booth, when 
so much of the law only is considered as 


relates to rsons who are required to be 
registered In order to handle these drugs. 
It is suggested by those who have 


watched the operations of the Harrison 
law and the various cases which have 
arisen in the courts of the country with 
respect thereto, that by giving proper 
interpretation to section 8 of the law it 
will readily be seen that the law _ covers 
“any person,” and if it does not that the 
intent of Congress has wholly failed, and 
by such an interpretation as Judge Booth 
and a few other judges have given to the 
act, it would become a travesty because 
it would open the way for the free han- 
dling of these dangerous habit-forming 
drugs by laymen and addicts, and penal- 
ize the medical profession, druggists, 
chemists and others who may not strictly 
conform to the terms of the law in their 
legitimate handling of the drugs as reg- 
istration under the law would authorize 
them to do. 

The government has won a number of 
eases turning on the precise point 
whether a person not registered under 
the act may have unlawful possession 
of these habit-forming drugs. Some 
notable decisions have been rendered 
sustaining this view of the law, and a 
ease in which a different ruling was 
made by the court and which will really 
constitute a more severe test of the law 
than the Minneapolis case decided by 
Judge Booth, is that coming from Pitts- 
burgh, to which reference has been made. 
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In the Pittsburgh case, soon to be pre- 
sented in the Supreme Court of the 
United States, the issue turns on the 
question whether an addict in whose 
possession was found large quantities of 
the inhibited drugs, which he had ob- 
tained from a licensed and registered 
physician was a person having unlawful 
possession of the drugs. It was shown 
in the testimony that,the registered phy- 
jsician had written several hundred pre- 
scriptions on different days, or far in 
excess of what would be considered a 
legitimate use of these habit-forming 
drugs in that practice which is distinctly 
described in the law as “in good faith.’’ 
The government officials hold that even 
such “possession of the inhibited drugs’’ 
by a person to whom the same has been 
given by a registered physician or drug- 
gist constitutes an unlawful possession 
under the law. A 

It thus will be seen that if the officials 
are right in believing that such posses- 
sion by an unregistered person is a vio- 
lation of the law, such decisions as that 
by Judge Booth in the Minneapolis case 
must fall to ground. 

It is the opinion of the supporters of 
the law here, who have watched its oper- 
ations and the various cases, that section 
8 of the act makes it unlawful for any 
person not registered under the law to 
have pussession of the drugs. The theory 
of the Booth and kindred decisions is that 
this language refers to and limits such 
unlawful possession to a person required 
to register under the act. This is regard- 
ed as a wholly unwarranted interpreta- 
tion of the law considering the exceptions 
specifically set forth in section 8 After 
mentioning the unlawful possession of 
persons not registered, the law contains 
in section 8 a proviso which sets forth 
cerlain excepted persons, and includes 
possession of any of the drugs which 
have been prescribed in good faith by a 
physician, dentist or veterinary surgeon 
registered under the act. These provi- 
sions of the law are held by the friends 
of the act to mean, beyond question, that 
if any person not registered under the 
law whether required to register or not, 
or one even ineligible to register, should 
have in his possession any of the drugs 
is guilty of unlawful possession.’”” Thus 
it is that the mentioning of the excepted 
persons is believed by the friends of the 
law to have been the cause of the intent 
of Congress to reach by this section those 
persons not registered, and particularly 
those who would not be eligible to reg- 
ister under the Harrison law. Note is 
taken of the fact that full provision is 
made under the Harrison law to the han- 
dling of the habit-forming drugs by 
those persons who are required to reg- 
ister. It is for this reason, based upon 
the full text of the act, and particularly 
section 8 and its exceptions, that the law 
is believed by its friends not only to 
cover possession of these drugs by reg- 
istered persons, but to extend the control 
of the law over drugs in the hands of 
persons not registered, which, of course, 
includes the great body of citizens who 
are neither eligible nor are they required 
to register under the law. 

It is further noted that that provision 
of the law which exempts an employe of 
a registered person, or a nurse under the 
direction of a physician, dentist, or vet- 
erinary surgeon would not have been in- 
serted in the law and would be wholly 
meaningless if from the fact that they 
are not required to register possession 
by them of the inhibited drugs under any 
circumstances would in no case be un- 
lawful. 

It is a matter of great surprise to de- 
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partment officials who have studied the 
opinions of judges in different jurisdic- 
tions that there have been a few cases 
like that decided by Judge Booth in Min- 
neapolis where so narrow a construction 
has been given _to the law as to hold 
that persons required to be registered 
may have unlawful possession of the 
drugs, and that the great body of peo- 
ple by not registering may have lawful 
possession of any quantities of these 
habit-forming drugs. 


In the opinion of the officials here, the 
Supreme Court of the United States will 
take no such narrow view of the Harri- 
son law and the intent of Congress, and 
will hold that possession of these in- 
hibited drugs by persons not clearly and 
unmistakably authorized to have them 
through receipt from registered persons, 
are vidlaters of the law.

LINSEED OIL. 

for linseed were firm 
throughout the week. The tendency of 
the market is towards higher prices and 
while 58c. per gallon was given as a 
weak quotation for car lots last Satur- 
day, the market today was firm at 60c. 
per gallon. The backwardness of the 
season, as shown by receipts at 
Western markets, has contributed to the 
firmness of the situation. This is shown 
by the fact that crushers are not quot- 
ing freely on future positions, owing to 
the uncertainty surrounding future sup- 


plies of seed. Demand for oil is not 
active, and jobbing quantities figure 
argely in present sales. There is a 
good call for deliveries against con- 
tracts, and there are no complaints re- 
garding the consumption of oil. The oil 
markets of London and Hull have been 
strong, and prices are going up, duc 
partly to better demand and partly to 
the increased producing costs, as 
brought about by high seed prices. 
There are so many factors which have 
a bearing on oil that opinion is divided 
on the probable course of prices. This 
is reflected in the attitude of both buy- 
ers and sellers, as they are doing prac- 
tically nothing in futures, but are wait 
ing to see what will develop in the way 
of improving the seed supply. 

Cash seed at Duluth closed at $1.86 
per bushel last Saturday, and the close 
yesterday was $1.934%@1.94. teceipts 
at Duluth and Minneapolis have been 
fairly large, but for the season to date, 
receipts are light, and if the crop is to 
be held back, the market could be main- 
tained at comparatively high levels. 
The situation is further complicated by 
advances in Argentine seed and by in- 
creased ocean freights from that coun- 
try to New York. Shipments from the 
Argentine this week were 238,000 bush- 
els to this country, and 312,000 bushels 
to Europe. The area seeded to flax in 
the Argentine this year is reported as 
about 5 per cent. smaller than last year. 
Receipts of Argentine seed at New York 
this week were over 500,000 bushels, and 
large amounts are still afloat. Reports 
on the Western, Canadian and Buenos 
Aires markets from our own corre- 
spondents will be found on page 12.

expansion of bullish enthusiasm. 
Liquidation has been reported for 


Southern account, and big refiners are 
said to have bought the nearby and 
sold the March and May deliveries. 
Consuming demand has not been pro- 
nounced, according to the opinions of 
several leading distributors, although a 
fair aggregate of small sales is re- 
ported. There is no improvement in 
the conditions governing export trade, 
and from present indications there is 
little chance of increased tonnage or 
cheaper transportation rates for some 
time ahead. There is less heard in ref- 
erence to soapmakers buying on ac- 
count of the glycerine in cottonseed 
oil, although glycerine C. P. last week 
sold at 60c. a pound. In general, it is 
asserted that the market has _ dis- 
counted about all the bullish features 
by its recent advance. This does not 
mean that a decline is necessarily 
pending, because it is generally be- 
lieved that contract oil is in strong 
hands. It will be recalled, however, 
that prices sold about 300 points higher 
in October than in August, and so far 
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have held the advance remarkably well. 
According to cotton crop estimates by 
well-informed authorities, the crop is 
going to be in the neighborhood of 12,- 
000,000 bales. With seed selling at 
$35@40 a ton and the refinery loss un- 
usually light, there is little prospect of 
any exceptional scarcity of oil this 
season, particularly while lard com- 
pound is being held at a premium over 
pure lard. Crude oil sold at 48c. a 
gallon in the Southeast and 47%c. in 
Texas during the past week. Offerings 
have been fewer and the market has 
presented a more normal appearance. 
Seed prices have ruled steady in most 
sections of the belt and the quality has 
averaged good, so that fine crude oil 
has been produced. Below is a de- 
tailed report of all transactions for 
each day during the past week, to- 
gether with a summary of sales, re- 
ceipts and a record of exports for the 
week, as well as the crop year:

LARD, TALLOW, STEARINE AND 
GREASES. 


Lard, 


A slightly firmer tone has character- 
ized the lard market during the interval, 
and at the close small net gains are 
recorded. Cash demand has continued 
fair, and, while liquidation has heen in 
progress, the absorbing power has not 
been taxed in taking offerings. Condi- 
tions surrounding the market have not 
changed materially, and the ultimate 
trend appears to be toward a lower 
rather than a higher level. At the close 
Middle West lard was held at 9%@9\c. 
and city at 9@9%c. Compound lard 
was quoted 9%@10c. 

CHICAGO LARD MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Nov. 4, 1915. 


The lard market occupied a strong position 
at Chicago during the week, and closing rates 
for the week showed net advances of 24%@35c., 
with the greater gain shown by the November 
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option, The November strength was due large- 
ly to the cash demand for lard, with con- 
siderable of the business reported being on ex- 
port account. The closing price for November 
was $8.90, which compared with a resting spot 
the previous week of $8.55. The more deferred 
futures, and particularly the January option. 
displayed greater activity, although the gains 
were not to be compared with that made by 
the November future. January finished the 
week at $9.05, compared with a close last 
week of $8.97%, or a net gain for the week 
of 74%c. May lard was moderately active and 
showed an upturn of 2%c., closing the period 
at $9.22%, as contrasted with a resting spot 
last week of $9.20. 

Stocks of lard on November 1 were 183,222 
tierces. Of this amount 169,751 tierces were 
new lard and 13,471 tierces of other descrip- 
tions. Present stocks are 73,412 tierces lighter 
than those held in the Chicago market one 
month ago. On November 1, 1914, the supply 
of lard of all kinds in the Chicago market 
totaled only 24,479 tierces. Not only were for- 
eigners good buyers of the cash article, but 
the takings by domestic users were on a mod- 
erate scale. 

The export clearances of lard were placed at 
11,085,000 pounds, compared with exports the 
previous week of 6,142,000 pounds and 
13,167,000 pounds for the corresponding 
time last year. Round lots of regular 
prime steam lard were quotable at 2c. 
over the November price, closing the week at 
$8.92%4 Refined was in good demand on ex- 
port account, with fair offerings by local hold- 
ers. Loose lots in very small supply, and met 
with a fair inquiry at 20c. off the November 
figure. Leaf lard was in light supply and in 
rather good demand. It was quoted firm at 
$11.25. The supply of neutral was compara- 
tively light and a fair demand existed. prices 
ruled steady at $13.25@13.50 for No. 1 and 
$11.75@12 for No. 2. 


While the indications are that lard values 
will continue to hold steady or to advance 
there are not a few in the trade who look for- 
ward to an increased movement of hogs, which 
they believe will cause price depression in all 
hog products prices. These people, however, 
are slow in backing up their opinions in the 
way of making liberal sales. 


Tallow. 


This market has remained quiet dur- 
ing the interval. Demand from soap 
makers has subsided, and tne movement 
at present is mostly against outstand- 
ing contracts. Special tallow is quoted 
at 7%c. per pound loose on spot. It is 
asserted that the declining tendency of 
cottonseed oil of late has checked spec- 
ulative buying of tallow.

London, Oct. 22, 1915. 

Turpentine.—The rinse from 37%c. to 50c. 
at Savannah since the 6th inst., although 
somewhat fiery, does not surprise us, as you 
may judge from what we have written to you 
for the last five months. Still less does the 
advance in London from 34s. 3d. to 40s. 9d., 
for London has to pay—in increased freight, 
insurance, exchange, etc.—S8s. per hundred- 
weight over the normal rates. 

Our market has not advanced this morning 
nearly so much as Savannah did yesterday. 
Savannah cables a 3%c. rise, while here we 
have advanced barely Is. We quote this morn- 
ing:—Spot, 40s. 744d.; November-December, 40s. 
1014d.; January-April, 41s. 6d.@42s. 

The statistical position was on October 16:— 


Spot and afloat (American), 48,500 barrels, 
against 29,000 in 1914; 58,500 in 1913. The 
supply of the 48,500 barrels we estimate will 
last London till the end of May, 1916. We 
shall want 12,000 barrels before the end of 


December. 

A large proportion of the London stock is in 
the hands of Americans, and they have lately 
been buying January-April. Will this rise 
stimulate production in 1916 in the United 
States? 

The French seem still not quite to know 
whether their government is going to permit 
the export of turpentine or not. 

The Spanish profess that they will not ship 
any more to London. We shall see. Mean- 
while, the 7,400 barrels here (and we believe 
the quantity is really larger) remains like a 
fortress in the rear of an advancing army. 
However, the attitude of the holders of this 
fortress just at present appears to be friendly 
to the advance.

There is a fair busi- 
ness at present, however, in spot oil. 
Market prices are quoted at 7@7%%c. per 
pound, according to seller and quantity. 

COCONUT OIL.—Trading was gen- 
erally quiet, but prices ruled firm in 
sympathy with the market abroad. In 
London the market for Ceylon oil 
closed the week at £43 10s. per ton No- 
vember-January shipment, an advance 
of £1 over the previous quotation. 
Fairly active trading in copra in the 
East, at higher prices, strengthened 
the situation materially. Importers 
here offered Ceylon oil on spot at 10c. 
per pound, with business noted at this 
figure, while on forward deliveries the 
quotation was firm at 9%c. per pound. 
Business was reported in Manila coco- 
nut oil at 9%c. per pound f. o. b. New 
York, December-February shipment. 
Pacific coast mills quote the market at 
9%c. per pound for Ceyloh quality oil 


f. o. b. San Francisco. The Eastern 
mills are still offering oil sparingly, 
owing to their inability to obtain 


copra, due to the closing of the Pan- 
ama Canal. It is understood that sev- 
eral cargoes are now en route via 
Magellan. Prime Cochin oil on the 
spot closed at 11@12c. per pound, as 
to package, with futures at 10%c. per 
pound. Spot offerings of Cochin oil 
were limited. Imports of coconut oil 
in August amounted to _ 1,825,276 
pounds, against 4,586,673 pounds in Au- 
gust, 1914. Imports for the eight 
months ending with August amounted 
to 41,101,398 pounds, against 40,254,537 
pounds in the corresponding period 
last year and 39,512,158 pounds in 1913. 

CORN OIL.—The demand for corn 
oil was quiet, and, with competing oils 
easier, prices weakened, closing the 
week 25 points lower. The decline in 
cottonseed oil was a bearish factor. 
At the close leading interests offered 
crude corn oil in car lots, in barrels, 
at $7.50 per hundred pounds, with 
tanks at $7.05. Refined corn oi! also 
closed 25 points lower, in sympathy 
with crude. Refined corn oil was of- 
fered at $8 per hundred pounds in car 
lots, cooperage basis, ex dock. Exports 
of corn oil from the United States in 
August amounted to 1,237,300 pounds, 
against 97,407 pounds in August a year 
ago. Exports for the eight months 
ending with August amounted to 
13,162,418 pounds, against 11,223,382 
pounds in the corresponding period 
last year. 

OLIVE OIL.—The market for prime 
green foots was strong, closing at 8c. 
per pound. Brown foots were avail- 
able around 8c. per pound. Denatured 
olive oil closed firm but unchanged at 
86@88ec. per gallon. There were no im- 
portations of denatured oil in August, 


while in August last year 17,033 gal- 
lons arrived. Imports of foots in Au- 
gust amounted to 454,600 pounds, 


against 394,478 pounds in August, 1914. 

PALM OIL.—With cables from Liver- 
pool reporting a firm and active mar- 
ket prices here closed strong and 
slightly higher. Lagos oil on spot 
closed at 7%c. per pound, with futures 
held on the same basis. Prime red 
palm oil closed at 74c. per pound, spot 
and forward delivery. Imports of palm 
oil in August amounted to 2,638,685 
pounds, against 3,714,258 pounds for the 
same month a year ago. Imports for 
the eight months ending with August 
were 18,634,573 pounds, against 37,478,091 
pounds in the corresponding period last 
year and 35,437,278 pounds in 1913. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—The market 
was firm, in sympathy with coconut oil. 
At the close prices on the spot ranged 
from 9i%4c. to 9%c. per pound, with of- 
ferings light. Importers quote futures 
at 9%@9%c. per pound. There was a 
fair inquiry for palm kernel oil for 
shipment, but so far as could be 
learned not much business went 
through. Imports of palm kernel oil 
in August amounted to 212,457 pounds, 
against 455,829 pounds in August a year 
ago. Imports for the eight months 
ending with August amounted to 1,396,- 
864 pounds, against 19,342,202 pounds for 
the corresponding period last year. 

PEANUT OIL.—The market was 
quiet and featureless. Soap grades 
closed the week at 65@70c. per gallon, 
as to quality. Imports of peanut oil 
in August amounted to 28,737 gallons, 
against 53,886 gallons in August, 1914. 
Imports for the eight months ending 
with August amounted to 540,270 gal- 
lons, against 697,427 gallons in the same 
time last year. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Spot offerings of 
rapeseed oil were comparatively light 
and the market closed firm, with prices 
more or less nominal. Refined rape- 
seed oil sold on the spot at 85c. per 
gallon, which was the asking price at 
the close of the week. Blown rape oil 
held at 88@90c. per gallon. Foreign 
markets were firm, as arrivals of seed 
from India continue to come forward 
slowly. Imports of rapeseed oil into 
the United States in August amounted 


to 103,311 gallons, against 94,168 gallons 
for the same month last year. Imports 
for the eight months ending with Au- 
gust were 962,413 gallons, against 876,- 
971 gallons in the same period last 
year and 904,521 gallons in 1913. 


SOYA BEAN OIL.—Trading was rou- 
tine in volume, but prices held steady 
on the 7c. per pound basis for spot oil, 
in cooperage. On forward shipments 
64%c. might have been done in cases, 
equal to about 6%c. in cooperage. At 
Hull prices were easier on freer offer- 
ings. Imports of soya bean oil into 
the United States in August amounted 
to 739,456 pounds, against 3,791,717 
pounds in August, 1914. Imports for the 
eight months ending with August 
amounted to 14,343,205 pounds, which 
compares with 10,745,995 pounds in the 
same time last year and 7,988,597 pounds

Standard Oil-Chinese Government 
Agreement Still in Effect.

The week’s record in the Eastern 


fields shows 115 completions, 1,147 bar- 
rels of new daily production, and 62 
dry holes, against 121 completions, 2,567 
barrels of new daily production and 56 
dry holes previously. The decline in 
new wells is not necessarily significant 
of a decline in operations. The only 
successful completion in the Dorsey- 
ville field of Allegheny county, Penn., 
Was a 50-barrel well. One of the most 
important tests there has been delayed 
by the difficult character of the for- 
mation. The second good producer on 
the tract has declined to 125 barrels a 
day, while the original strike has been 
put to pumping. 

An interesting completion in West 
Virginia was a well in Monongalia 
county, estimated good for about 50 
barrels, in a district that had been re- 
garded as gas territory. Nearby loca- 


tions will be soon tested on the 
strength of this completion. Putnam 
county was the scene of a well re- 


ported good for six barrels a day in the 
salt sand. The nearest oil production 
is six miles distant and it is thought 
the new strike is the forerunner of a 
new salt sand pool. 

In Southeastern Ohio the best strike 
was a 245-barrel well in deep sand ter- 
ritory of the Union Furnace district, 
Hocking county. The Union Furnace 
district has more promising unde- 
veloped territory than any other of the 
deep sand districts. Recently there 
has been an effort made to carry the 
producing lines into Vinton county and 
the outlook is rather encouraging. A 
large acreage is under lease in Vinton 
county, but during the period of a low 
market holders did not make an effort 
to test it out. Prospects for new pro- 
duction in the deep sand territory are 
better than in the shallow sand. 

In the Northwestern Ohio fields the 
only notable completion was a 50-bar- 
rel well in Seneca county. Sullivan 
county has been a more creditable rec- 
ord in Indiana returns, one of the 
week’s completions being rated as a 
135 producer. 

Kentucky advices note a more con- 
fident trend of operations, extending 
as well to the neighboring Tennessee 
fields, where recent development work 
has been attended with more favorable 
results. Two new sources of produc- 
tion are counted upon in the two 
States, in Estill county, Kentucky, and 
in Scott county, Tennessee. In the 
older districts of Kentucky fair re-

The best 
strike outside of Crichton was a 225- 
barrel well at Monterey. The general 
results in Northwestern Louisiana_ for 
the week were ten completions, 5,240 
barrels of new production and four 
dry holes, a decline of five completions 
and 530 barrels of new production, the 
number of dry holes being the same. 
The strengthening of credit balance 
quotations has not resulted in any 
quickening of general field operations. 
Drilling in the old territory is ex- 
pensive, with slight prospects for good 
strikes, and is left to the larger com- 
panies. The small concerns are doing 
most of the wildcatting.

The late change in gasoline marks 
advances of 6c. since July 1, and con- 
ditions are believed to be favorable for 
a further strengthening. The export 
trade continues heavy and is causing a 
more serious inroad upon the stocks for 
domestic consumption. In a leading re- 
fining quarter an _ order for prompt 
shipment of 75,000 barrels caused some 
difficulty. It has become lately more of 
a question of the availability of stocks 
rather than of tonnage. The week's 
clearances show a lighter volume, 
1,842,060, as against 6,913,760 gallons, 
with the total since January 1 amount- 
ing to 121,754,225 gallons, as against

NORTHWESTERN LOUISIANA OIL 
FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter’s Fiel? Correspondent.) 
Shreveport, La., Oct. 30, 1915. 


The total production of all districts in North- 
western Louisiana at the close of October 
was approximately 50,000 barrels a day. Pro- 
duction was augmented during the week by 
the completion of two good wells in the Crich- 
ton, Red River district, Lenzburg-Crichton 
Oil Company’s No. 2 Robinson, in the south- 
west corner of sec, 30-13-10 on the E. T. Rob- 
inson land came in flowing, October 4, at the 
rate of 300 barrels an hour. It soon slowed 
down and put 3,300 barrels in the tank under 
a 24-hour gauge. Globe Oil Company’s No. 
Globe, sec. 16-13-10, completed October 27, is 
good for 1,500 barrels a day. Other comple- 
tions in the week ending October 30:—

In the southern districts the average daily 
production for the week ending October 30 
was 33,000 barrels, and in Caddo parish dis- 
tricts it was 16,600 barrels. Of the total pro- 
duction in the southern districts the Gulf 
Company had 13,000 barrels, Texas 11,000 bar- 
rels and the Standard 7,000 barrels, leaving 
2,000 barrels a day for the independents. Of 
the 16,600 barrels of daily production in Caddo 
parish the Gulf had 4,900, Standard 6,300, 
Producers’ 2,800 and the independents 3,600. 
The Gulf Refining Company’s big well com- 
pleted early in October in the Monterey dis- 
trict, No. 1 Dohen-Tohler, which started with 
a_production of 4,200 barrels, is now making 
250 barrels a Gay. There are twenty tests 
drilling in this locality, some of which should 
be completed early in November. 

There is considerable wildcat work going on 
at the present time in outside districts. The 
test of the Alligator Oil Company, just outside 
the corporate limits of Mansfield in De Soto 
parish, is down 3,000 feet, with nothing of 
value showing. In Rapides parish the Cotile 
Oil Company is drilling in sec. 24-5-3 at 2,500 
feet. The Nantachi Oil and Gas Company is 
drilling in Grant parish. In Ouchita parish 
the Monroe Oil and Gas Company is fishing 
at 2,800 feet. In Sabine parish, Hertel and 
associates (Negreet Oil Company) are down 
3,680 feet four miles northwest of Negreet.

So far the producers have failed to respond 
to the recent advances in credit balance quo- 
tations indicating that the prices of crude do 
not warrant the drilling of the expensive wells 
in the old territory where the production is 
necessarily very light. Most of the. new work 
by the independents is being confined to wild- 
catting in the hope of finding another rich 
pool like the Crichton field. The big produc- 
ing companies are doing most of the work in 
the old territory. Instead of increasing, work 
in the old districts has actually shown a fall- 
ing off in the last two weeks, the only place 
showing increase is the new spot opened up 
in the old De Soto district. The new well of 
the Lenzburg-Crichton Oil Company on the 
Robinson iease will result in considerable work 
in that locality, as it is nearly a mile ahead 
of production. It is also on the west side of 
Red River, opposite the big wells in the 
Gusher Bend territory. 


Legal Questions. 


The State of Louisiana filed suit against the 
Palmer Company, Inc., October 23, asking for 
an injunction against this company to restrain 
it from interfering with developments on fif- 
teen acres of the bed of Red River in sec.

DRUG REPORTER 


EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 


(From ‘the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov. 5, 1915. 
A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Kentucky and Tennes- 
see, for the week shows a slight falling off in 
finished wells and a heavy decline in produc- 
tion, while in dry holes and gas wells there was 
a big increase, The best of weather prevails, and 
a drop in finished work was hardly expected. 
The decline was partly due to the inability to 
finish many wells that were due for the pay 
sand, as many fishing jobs were encountered, 
especially in the deep sand fields. The further 
advance in the price of oil is a great help to 
the owners of small stripper wells, and if the 


advance continues the coming spring will see 
a large amount of new work started in all 
the fields, as oil men are anxious to drill up 
their old holdings, and will do so when the 
price of oil warrants the work, 

There is no doubt in the minds of those 
familiar with the oil industry that Wyoming 
will be the next great field of importance, and 
the chances are more than favorable for that 
field to extend far north into Montana. The 
first oil well to be drilled in Montana has 
just been finished about ten miles west and 
north some distance from Frannin, a junction 
town of the Burlington Railroad, across the 
Montana line in Wyoming. This well is a 
considerable distance northwest of the big gas 
field at Byron, and located upon what is 
known as the Silver Tip Dome, which looks 
as promising as anything yet found in Wyom- 
ing. The new well is reported as 2,000 bar- 
rels, but it is overestimated and can easily be 
divided by four and then a small deduction 
made. This well is no doubt one of the most 
important drilled in the State for a long period, 
and has created no end of excitement among 
the investors in the Northwest. ,Hundreds of 
oil men from California, Colorado and Okla- 
homa have rushed to the new well, and fabu- 
lous prices are being paid for leases. At the 
town of Byron, to the southeast of the new Oil 
well and in Northern Wyoming, a number of 
big gas wells have been drilled, and at this 
time the gas is of little value, as there is no 
large towns to utilize the heavy supply within 
any short distance from the gas field. It is 
estimated that the gas wells so far drilled can 
easily furnish 240,000,000 cubic feet of natural 
gas daily, and there is some talk of the build- 
ing of a large smelter near the town of 
Lovell, located a few miles from the field, and 
the gas will also be piped to the town and used 
for domestic purposes. The Wyoming field 
will no doubt continue on through Wyoming 
to what is known as the Pincher Creek field, 
in Southwestern Alberta and southwest of 
McLeod, as oil has been produced along 
Pincher Creek for a number of years. 

There are several new wells drilling in the 
Tennessee field, near Oneida, in Scott county, 
but no new ones have been finished for a couple 
of weeks. November should show at least haif 
a dozen finished in the new field, and then 
more can be known of the prospects for the 
future. Kentucky is not attracting much at- 
tention outside of the revival of the old field 
near Irvine, in Bstell county, where the Wood 
Oil Company some weeks ago drilled a 30- 
barrel well at a shallow depth some over a 
mile in advance of the old field. This well 
has stirred up some activity and several new 
wells have been started in the vicinity of the 


new producer. ; 
Many large gas wells are being drilled in 
the Central Ohio section, and a vast area of 


territory is being developed and found of great 
value from a gas standpoint. In the Ohio 
end of the Lima field and known as the North- 
western Ohio field, there is little doing, as the 
closeness of winter always has an effect upon 
new work, and the present season is like all 
others. The territory is pretty well drilled 
over, although there are some undrilled loca- 
tions with defined limits yet to be tested In 
Indiana the work is almost all confined to the 
western section of the State along the Illinois 
border, as the old field in the eastern sections 
shows nothing doing. A further advance in 
the price of Indiana crude will cause addi- 
tional test work in the southern half of the 
State in the mountainous part, where the 
chances are very favorable for extensive oil 
fields. The fields will not be found as covering 
a large area as the old fields of the State 
around Montpelier, Muncie and Marion, but 
will be found upon the anticline or dome 
throughout the hilly regions. The Illinois fieid 
at this time is more quiet than for several 
years back, as none of the older producing 
counties show any revival, which is something 
out of the ordinary with a rising market. 


Pennsylvania. 


The Dorseyville field, in Allegheny county, 
Pennsylvania, is still the most attractive cf 
any part of the entire Eastern territory, and 
interest is now centered in about ten wells 
that are now drilling on all sides of the gush- 
ers and in advance of production. The Ameri- 
can Natural Gas Company has started a well 
something over a mile to the northeast of the 
big wells on the Robinson tract, and it is 
located on what is supposed to be the Ccirection 
in which the pool runs, and if found dry it 
will have a bad impression upon future de- 
velopment of the pool. The second well dritled 
on the Robinson tract, two weeks ago and 
starting at 1,017 barrels, has declined to close 
to 300 barrels a day, while the first wel on 
this tract, which is now ten weeks oid, still 
maintains a daily production of 135 barrels, and 
has paid for itself many times over, making a 
valuable strike. The gas excitement near East 
McKeesport has subsided and much money has 
been dropped there on account of the big gas 
gusher that came in with a heavy volume and 
soon went to water. ‘There are only two wells 
drilling in that field at this time. : 

In Allegheny county, Dorseyville district, 
Alex, Walley’s second test on the J. McCorkle 
tract, produced 50 barrels. . PM 

In Beaver county, Hanover district, William 
Freshwater & Co.’s test on the Branden heirs 
tract, in advance of the Kendall pool, pumped 
five barrels a day. This well being in new 
territory, will inspire some new work. 

In the East Finley district of Washington 
county, the Howard Oil and Gas Company is 
at work on a test well on the Morgan Jones 
tract, and the Freehold Oil and Gas Company 
is drilling a second test on the John Irvin 
tract. 
West Virginia. 

“he recent advance in the price of West Vir- 
“aan oils, bringing them to $1.80 per barrel, 
is encouraging to the well owners, and they 
are now looking for a two-dollar price. Much 
of the new work starting up is located for the 
most part in the old producing districts, where 
there is some degree of certainty that a pro- 
ducer of some kind can be had, however small 
it may be. There is an abundance of territory 
over the Little Mountain State that will de- 
velop small wells, and if the market advances 
much more of this kind of territory will be 

sted. 

“enece is considerable leasing being done ;at 
this time In the southwestern part of West Vir- 


ginia, down along the Big Sandy Valley, close 
to the Kentucky state line, and but very little 
territory is being overlooked; instead, every- 
thing from a small town lot to a large acre- 
age is being taken up and promises are made 
of test work during the spring and summer 
season. Some wildcat work will be done dur- 
ing the winter season and that line of work 
will be over a wide area of territory. One of 
the most promising sections at this time is the 
Big Injun sand territory on Fishing Creek, in 
the Greene district of Wetzel county, where 
there is a great deal of new work starting. 
Monongalia county is another spot that is at- 
tracting some attention. Thts development is 
located in the Clay district, near Morseville, 


where some good wells have been found. This 
is supposed to be gas territory, but oil also 
exists, and it looks like a rich oil pool. Out- 


side of the Clay district there is no move in 
Monongalia county to start any new work 
of any account. This is deep sand territory 
and the wells cost on an average from $3,500 
to $11,000, and with oil below the two-dollar 
mark makes drilling almost prohibitive. The 
Shallow sand fields are the ones that are in 
demand and considerable new work is starting 
up in Wirt, Wood, Pleasants and other coun- 
ties in the shallow sand section. 

In Monongalia county, Clay district, tne 
Carnegia Gas Company made an important 
Strike in a test on the Grant Stevens tract, 
located in the gas territory, and the well pro- 
duced 60 barrels, but will be drilled deeper 
and given a shot. The West Virginfa Trac- 
tion Company’s test on the J. C. Michael 
tract, on Indian Creek, is a fair gas well. 
The Pennsylvania & West Virginia Gas Com- 
pany made another big strike in a test on 
the Pierce Tennant tract, near Morseville, as 
the well produced 100 barrels. In the Bat- 
telle district, the Hope Well Gas Company’s 
test on the Isaac Lemley tract, on Miracle 
Run, is a big gas well. 

In Lincoln county, Duval district, the South 
Penn Oil Company’s No. 23, on the Horse 
Creek tract, pumped 20 barrels, and No. 29, 


pumped 10 barrels. The Carter Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 8, on the Joseph Moore tract, 
on the same tract, pumped 10 barrels. This 


company’s test on the R. C. McAllister tract, 
pumped 15 barrels. 


Southeastern Ohio. 


In the shallow sand fields of Southeastern 
Ohio work is getting rather scant at this 
time, due to the inability to find anything 
new to develop. Many thousands of wells 
have been drilled and the older leases are 
about drilled, and if much new work is done 
the trade will be compelled to get out and 
hunt new territory. This is not the case in 
the deep sand end in the Central Ohio por- 
tion, as the drill is very active. The bulk 
of the work is being done by the gas com- 
panies, although the subsidiaries of the large 
gas concerns are doing well in developing oil 
territory discovered in the hunt for natural 
gas. In this part of the business the Pres- 
ton Oil Company, a subsidiary of the Union 
Gas Company, is getting the cream of the oil 
development on a large tract of leases neur 
Union Furnace, in Hocking county, while the 
Columbus companies are doing well in other 
parts of the field. There is evidence of fur- 
ther activity within the defined limits of the 
fields and oil operators are inclined to test out 
new territory in hope of finding a new pool. 
In the Cleveland district the pipe line com- 
pany is connecting the wells that produce oil, 
and within a short time some oil will be 
running from that field. Many of the old gas 
wells in what is known as the Lakewood sec- 
tion as well as in the West Park section, are 
showing some oil since the heavy gas pressure 
has declined, and there are hopes of quite an 
oil field in the future. The Hocking county 
field is producing more good wells than any 
section of the deep sand field, although there 
are good prospects in portions of Coshocton, 
Muskingum and Perry counties, while no new 
wells have been drilled for oil in the Wooster 
field, of Wayne county, for a long period, but 
the coming season will see additional wells 
drilled near the present oil-producing wells in 
that field. In the shallow sana section of the 
field, Washington county, is the most active, 
with Noble county a close second. There are 
prospects of a field being opened near Lake 
Erie, and near Saybrooke, in Ashtabula 
county, east of Cleveland and west of Erie. 
The well found its oil at 2,500 feet, and is 
pumping about 20 barrels a day. The owners 
are thinking of going to the Clinton sand, 
which should be found at a depth of close to 
3,500 feet. 

In Cuyahoga county there were four wells 
finished, of which one was an oil well pump- 
ing 10 barrels a day, and four good gas wells. 
The oil well was on the Wolfe tract, in 
Brooklyn township, just south of the city of 
Cleveland. Ashland and Wayne counties both 
show two gas wells each, while Richland 
county shows but one gas well. 

In Hocking county, Union Furnace district, 
the Preston Oil Company’s test on the Joy & 





Moore tract, produced 160 barrels from the 
Clinton sand.

MID-CONTINENT OIL REPORT. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., Nov. 2. 
It had been expected there would be an ad- 
vance in the price of crude this week. Op- 
erators were looking for it Monday morning, 
but none came. There had been advances in 
the east, and two in the price of Healdton; 


there had been advances in the price of gaso- 
line and Prairie Oil & Gas Company stocks, 
which had slumped to $392 a share, had gone 
back up to $423 a share, but the crude mar- 
ket has remained stationary. This is prob- 
ably due to the fact that drilling operations 
have begun to show a decided increase and 
production outside of Cushing is beginning ev 
pile up again. Cushing is holding pretty 
steady just now to 120,000 barrels a day; and 
outside of Cushing the yield is growing, it is 
believed, faster than Cushing is going off. 
Last month there were 756 wells drilled in 
Kansas and Oklahoma, an increase of 205 over 
the previous month, and there is a suspicion 
that perhaps the statistician did not get all 
of the wildcat ventures either. More big 
wells have been drilled over the field as a 
whole the past two weeks than before in a 
long time. There were some real gushers in 
the Boynton district, where most of the ac- 
tivity is now; there were some _ veritable 
spouters in the Healdton pool and some big 
ones in Okmulgee county. Some _ excellent 
wells are being found in Kansas also. It is 
expected drilling will soon be resumed in 
earnest in the Osage and that some rich poois 
will be developed there. 

Whether these conditions will prevent any 
further advancs in crude cannot be told. So 
long as drilling is on the increase the pipe 
line company may feel satisfied to let the 
market ‘remain as it is. On the other hand, 
there is a fiercer scramble for Cushing crude 
than there has been at any previous period. 
White & Sinclair called up the Ponca Ke- 
fining Company, which they have been sup- 
plying with crude today, and stated they had 
been offered 30 cents a barrel premium, or 
as much premium as they were getting a bar- 
rel principal a few months ago, and wanted 
to know if the Ponca Refining Company was 
willing to meet this figure. In the meantime 
the Prairie is only able to get about 1,000 bar 
rels a day of fresh Cushing crude in the open 
market. The independent refiners, who are 
paying premiums, are getting the rest. For 
this reason many predict that it will be but 
a short time until the pipe lines will schea- 
ule a special price for Cushing. It is claimed 
as high as 50c, a barrel premium has been 
offered. The refiners are desperately up against 
it for crude. 

At the present rate it is believed there will 
be 1,000 to 1,200 wells a month drilled in this 
field before next spring, and that the crude 
production will not suffer much as a whole 
field from this time on. 

The price of refined products is certain to 
advance. There was an increase in gasoline 
prices of one cent a gallon to 12.8c. by the 
independents in Kansas City this morning. 
Independents in many parts of the middle 
west have advanced their local price one cent 
above the Standard and a general advance by 
the Standard in the Indiana territory is ex- 
pected this. week. The Standard, of Nebraska, 
will advance the tank-wagon price tomorrow 
one-half cent a gallon. Standard has ad- 
vanced gasoline in Colorado one cent a gal- 
lon. 

SOME RECENT SALES. 

Cosden & Co. have purchased six 5: 
rel tanks in the north end of the Cushing dis- 
trict Owned by the ‘Monitor Oil and Gas Com- 
pany, and have made arrangements for the 
production from the Monitor Oil and Gas lease. 

The Corsicana Petroleum Company has pur- 
chased the seventy acres in 4-4-3, Healdton, 
known as the Roy Chilton allotment, for a 
consideration of approximately $50,000. 

The Kenowee Oil Company has purchased 
the West Heimer-Nichols forty acres in 5-4-3, 
on which there is a daily production of 1,200 
barrels. This is in the Healdton district. The 
Kenowee Oil Company is owned by Pennsyl- 
vania operators. 

J. A. Chapman, of the McMan Oil Company, 
of Tulsa, and H. B. Barnard have purchased 
of White & Snyder a ranch in the Osage Na- 
tion, north of Pawhuska, consisting of 2,500 
acres in fee, 11,000 acres under lease and sev- 
eral hundred acres of crops, saddle and work 
horses, and about 1,000 head of high grade 
cows. Consideration, $125,000. The land is 
very likely to develop into good oil producing 
property. The McMan Oii Company has been 
so successful in its operations it is almost a 
bull’s-eye shot that this entire ranch is under- 
laid with deposits of petroleum. 

The Perce Oil Corporation, composed of 
Charles Page’s Gem Oil Company, a 55,000- 
barrel tank of oil in the Cushing pool. It is 
rumored $1.25 a ibarrel was paid for the oil, 
which includes the tank. 

Last spring the State of Ok!ahoma made 
contracts for the sale of oil on school lands 
in the river bed, north part of Cushing pool, 
at 29 cents a barrel. This was the highest 
price that could be secured at that time, and 
permission was given by the State for the 
disposition of the output at that price. One 
contract was for 1,000,000 barrels and another 
for 50,000 barrels. The question now is 
whether the State will stand by these con- 
tracts. An important decision was given re- 
cently by the Federal Court against the Carter 
Oil ‘Company to the effect that the Carter Oil 
Company had to pay the Luther Manuel allot- 
ment royalty in oil instead of money, as had 
been the customs The lease did not state that 
the lessee should pay in money or deliver the 
oil in the pipe line, but simply that the lessor 
should receive one-eighth of the oil. Whether 
the new interpretation will have any effect in 
this case has not yet become apparent. 

The Gypsy Oil Company has purchased the 
Alberti 160 acres in 32-29-1, ‘Biackwell pool, 
from the Spencer Oil and Gas Company at a 
reported price of $200,000. There is one well 
on the lease which started last July at 800 
barrels, and is still making 350 barrels a day, 
with No. 2 drilling on top of the sand. It is 
now believed the Blackwell pool is going to be 
a big pool and many of the large operators are 
desperately trying to get in. The Chanute Re- 
fining Company has just succeeded in securing 
considerab e acreage close up .to production. 
The sand in this field is found at a depth of 
8,400 feet and drilling is expensive, but the 
wells hold up so nicely the investment is con- 
sidered good and desirable. 

The Okla Oil ‘Company (Standard) has pur- 
chased. the producing properties of Senator 
Lockwood’s Sabine Oil and Gas Company, in 
the Bird Creek district, just north of Tulsa. 
A daily production of approximately 500 bar- 
rels is reported to have brought $800 a barrel. 
Senator Lockwood twelve years ago came up 
from Texas broke. He had rotten luck in 
Kansas and then later struck it right in the 
Bird Creek district. 

AMONG THE REFINERS. 


The refiners were never up against a worse 
situation in the Middle West than they are 
facing today. There is a tremendous demand 
for gasoline, they have large, well equipped 
plants, and they can’t get crude to operate 
them. The nominal market is 80 cents a bar. 
rel, but Cushing crude cannot be had at this 
price. Premiums now range from 25 to 50 
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cents a barrel, and even at 50 cents there is 
very little oil to be had. Refiners have been 
trying to Luy production, they have trie‘ tv 
develop their own crude supply and they are 
still in a dilemma. Some of the refiners thought 
they were well provided for, having control of 
large output, only to suddenly discover the 
yield of wells had gone all to pieces. ‘Tne 
oo has been up against it on the other 
and, because the refiner was compelled to ad- 
vance his tank car price as fast or faster than 
the jobber could advance his. The jobber in 
many cases has not been in touch with the 
situation in the field and he has felt that the 
refiner was taking advantage of him. In this 
state of mind complaints have been made to 
the Federal Trades Commission, and !t 1s sau 
an investigaticn is to be made. The Western 
Oil Jobbers’ Association has engaged a lawyer, 
who has taken offices with the secretary in the 
Webster Building in Chicago, and is now in 
the field interviewing refiners and producers. 
Representatives of the Federal Commission are 
also said to be in the field seeking information. 
The refiners feel that the best thing that can 
happen to therm is to have all the facts possible 
gathered and _ published. They think their 
conduct will bear any investigation. Right 
now they are trying to hold down the whole- 
sale price to help the jobber in spite of the 
tremendous advance in the cost of their raw 
material. Everything is chaos and feeling 
runs high. The producer is in clover now— 
but a little while ago half of his production 
was shut in and the other half he was selling 
at anywhere from 26 to 40 cents a barrel. 
The only criticism against him now Is tnat it 
he is going to demand a premium of the inde 
pendent he should of the Standard also. It is 
interesting to note that the only oil men who 
are really in clover at this time are the ones 
who demanded of Congress that the industry 
be investigated, 

The National Refining Company has pur- 
chased of James Morris the latter’s filling sta- 
tion located at the corner of Banton boulevard 
and Fifteenth street in Kansas City, Mo., and 
it is understood is negotiating for the pur- 
chase of the old Cudahy station on the Traffic 
Way in Kansas City and which has been oper- 
ated lately by Miller. 

J. S. Cosden’ & Co, are completing a large 
pumping station in the Cushing district and 
extending their gathering lines to additional 
leases in that famous pool.” This line is 
running oil ncw from the Monitor lease and 
also from the Luther Manuel. It is handling 
about 15,000 barrels a day. 

The Producers’ Refining Company is ready to 
begin operations. It will start running oil 
through its pipe line today if permission is 
received in time from the State and Federal 
authorities. This line extends from Healdton 
to Gainesville, Tex., where the refinery is lo- 
cated. 

The Great Western Refining Company is 
installing a cracking process plant at its re 
finery at Erie, Kan. It is a combination of the 
Kelsey and other processes. The plant is near. 
ly completed and will be in operation in a 
few weeks. The management reports that the 
process has been satisfactcrily tried out. Quite 
®& number of cracking plants are now being 
built in the Middle West. It is reported on 
good authority that Dr. Rittman is at present 
on the Pacific Coast and is arranging to build 
a Rittman process plant in California, 

Some one ought to get busy and make a 
carburetor that will use about 50 gravity 
naphtha. Then kerosene and gasoline could be 
mixed and relief brought to the gasoline situa- 
tion, 

IN THE KANSAS DIVISION. 


There is unusual interest just now in opera- 
tions west of Independence, where some good 
wells are being drilled. The Consolidated Gas 
Oil and Manufacturing Company has a 100- 
barrel well on the Henry farm which is hold- 
ing up remarkably strong. The sand is found 
at about 1,150 feet. Several others are start- 
ing work in that vicinity. H. H. Galbraith 
and others are drilling a test nearby. The 
wells in Montgomery county settle down to 
small producers and then they hold there. 
They prove good investments. It is estimated 
wells that have been producing in this county 
for twelve years will be still producing twenty- 
five years from now. Several of the most 
prosperous operators in this city are those 
who have made their money sticking to this 
territory. 

The Consolidated has a fifty-barrel well on 
the R. M. DeMott farm in 32-32-15, and the 
Kansas Natural Gas Company has a gasser on 
the Miller farm in 33-22-15. Hood & Riley 
have finished a test on the J. Core farm in 
14-32-12 Wayside, and it is a failure. Dickens 
and others have completed another hole on 
the Otterman land in 20-33-14 and it is good 
for thirty-five barrels. 

The most active development in Kansas, 
however, is on the west side of the Flint Hills, 
near El Dorado, and which seems to be bring- 
ing to pass the prediction made in this cor- 
respondence two years ago that the day would 
come when more oil would be produced west 
of the Flint Hills in Kansas than east of 
them. The Wichita Gas Company had what 
looked like a 100-barrel well in a 660-foot 
formation in its test in 2926-5, but it was 
shut off and the well is being drilled far a 
deeper sand. Leases are commanding from 
$5 to $25 and $50 an acre, according to prox- 
imity to this test. There is some sulphur in 
the oil, as there is also down at Augusta. In 
1 -33-4 the Wichita Gas Company has drilled 
in a test on the J. C. Best farm which is good 
for 1,000,000 feet of gas. There is about 
twenty-five feet of sand at 660 feet, and this 
company now has six good gassers; and, as 
stated above, has found that there is strong 
probability of an oil field near by. The Grace 
Oil and Gas Company has about a dozen wells 
in the same vicinity, all within six miles of 
El Dorado. Quite a number of other wells are 
starting and E] Dorado is taking on the aspect 
of a real oil town, 

About ten years ago a number of wells were 
drilled near the town of Moline. Some oil was 
found. It was heavy and not a great deal of 
it, but it is believed if operations get to go- 
ing right over that way they will prove suf- 
ficiently large to make profitable. Recently a 
number of fair-sized gassers have been drilled 
southeast of Moiine and the City Council has 
voted a franchise to the Elk County Gas Com- 
pany to pipe the town. 

There is some new development work up in 
Franklin county and some gas wells are being 
brought in. They are shallow. S M. Burden 
& Co. have a 1,000,000-foot gasser on the J. 
W. Crawford farm on the edge of the town of 
Peoria. The sand was encountered at 600 feet. 
Another test is being drilled on the Timothy 
Jackson farm, half a mile north. There was 
a fair showing of oil in the Crawford farm 
well. There are several gas wells in this im- 
mediate vicinity drilled during the past year. 
Several small wells good for ten to twenty- 
five barrels have been, reported lately in the 
old Rantoul field. There have also been a 
few smal! pumpers drilled at Paola. These 
wells have very good staying qualities. Some 
smail gas wells are being drilled west of Kan- 
sas City in Kansas. Quite a number of Kan- 
sas towns are now getting the oil fever, and 
if the price of crude goes up to $1 there will 
be something doing in Kansas again. 

Several wells are being drilled in the vicinity 
of Coffeyville. L. L, Hutchinson has a fifteen- 
barrel pumper on the Messersmith farm in 13- 
35-15; the Tyree Oil and Gas Company reports 
a duster on the M. Dobson in 7-35-15, and the 
Five Drilling Company has a ten-barreler on 
the Evans farm in 9-35-15. 
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South Bros. report a good well in their No. 
9 in 29-26-18, Humboldt district. It is making 
25 barrels a day. 

The American Pipe Line Company drilled a 
tesr on the C. E. Burt land, in 3-36,15, near 
Caney, and failed to find the pay. It was 
abandoned. Some good gas wells have been 
found lately around Caney, 

The Standard Oil Company, Monday, Novem- 
ber 1, went to an eight-hour-a-day labor sched- 
ule at its Neodesha refinery. All employes re- 
ceive the same wages they got for nine hours. 
The average wage of these refinery men is $100 
amonth. The number of employes will be in- 
creased by reason of the shortened hours. The 
present roll is about 300. The company aims 
to take good care of its employes. Recently it 
installed an ice plant especially for their com- 
fort 

There is considerable drilling now around 
Augusta. There are four oil producing wells at 
Augusta, with a combined production of about 
400 barrels. This field was discovered in the 
development of some big gas stuff. There is 
now a move on foot to do some deep sand test- 
ing. Hennig and others have started a deep 
test in 4-28-4, Butler county. The National 
Refining Company has arranged to put down a 
deep test just north of the best well in the 
Augusta pooi, in 8-24-4. Benedum are drill- 
ing at 3,300 feet in a test about three miles 
south of the Augusta wells, and for the last 
500 feet have been drilling in a lime that 
resembles somewhat the Mississippi, but which 
is evidently not that formation. The same 
operators will drill a deep test on the John R. 
Myers form, in 3-28-4. The Wichita Natural 
Gas Company has seven strings of tools at 
work in this immediate vicinity, and are the 
most aggressive operators in the’ district. 

The Kansas Natural Gas Company does not 


feem to be ab'e to extricate itself from the 
muddle it got mired in when it struck the 
courts. The latest sensation has been an al- 


leged payment of $25,000 to Senator Overfield 
as receiver for the Kansas City Pipe Line Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of the Kansas Natural. 
There was about as much sense in having a 
receiver for this line as there would be for a 
receiver of the Kansas Natural’s gas meters. 
Senator Overfield says the money was paid 
him to buy gas properties. The question arises, 
why have 


if it were paid for that purpose, 

receivers for the Kansas Natural? What are 
they paid for? The public is getting pretty 
badly aroused over the gas affair. It is an 


outrage the way the Kansas Natural has been 
manipulated by the politicians. And the worst 
of it all is the Public Utility Commission of 
Kansas is playing politics just as much as the 
lawyers. They could settle the matter and do 
it right in about one day—if they really want- 
ed to do so. 

Several good _wells are reported in Chau- 
tauqua county. The Interstate Oil Company 
has a 30-barrel well on the Bowers, in 18-34-12; 
their No. 1 on the Calhoun, in 7-34-12, is a 
40-barreler, and the test on the Sherherd, in 
the same section, is making 40 barrels. Their 
No, 2 on the Heimbaugh, 18-34-12, is a 20- 
barrel pumper. Rigdon & G®ruen’s No. 22, 
O'Neil estate, 25-33-11, is a 15-barrel well.

IN THE HEALDTON DISTRICT. 

The price of Healdton crude advanced 5c. a 
barrel to 45c. last week, and another advance 
to 50c. is expected this week. Healdton is 
coming rapidly into the limelight with the 
recedence of Cushing. The chief topic of dis- 
cussion at the present moment is an order by 
the Oklahoma Corporation Commission for- 
bidding producers in the Healdton district to 
produce and store crude. Some fifteen oper- 
ators in the district filed a remonstrance. 
against the operation of the wells in cases 
where no market was visible for the output. 
It is contended that those who operate their 
wells and store their oil find an opportunity to 
sell the stored oil to the disadvantage of those 
who do not operate their wells. This order 
is aimed at those operators who are more am- 
bitious or who have better business qualifica- 


tions for making money or who are more ven- 
turesome than others in the operation of their 
oil leases, and who manage to build storage 
for their oil until a market can be found. It 
has been proved since the common carrier law 
went into effect that it is much easier to sell 
large quantities of oil in storage than it is 
to sell fresh oil directly from the _ wells. 
At the present time, however, the field is 
pretty thoroughly shut down. Upward of a 
thousand men have been thrown out of em- 
ployment and most of the wells are shut in. 
The Producers’ Pipe Line Company completed 
its eight-inch trunk line from Healdton to its 
Gainesville refinery on Saturday, and was pre- 


pared to start taking oil, but received orders 
from the Oklahoma Corporation Commission 
not to run any oil until permission had been 
secured from it. At the same time a tele- 


gram was received from the Department cf the 
Interior at Washington stating that it would 
be necessary to secure a license frum the De- 
partment of the Interior, the department claim- 
ing jurisdiction because of the fact that oil to 
be run through the line would coine from de- 
partmental leases. The company was sot even 
permitted to run its own oil through the line 
without a license. Both of these matters are 
being adjusted, and it is expected the oil will 
be forcing its way through the line today or 
tomorrow. The probabilities are about 8,000 
barrels a day will be run to the refinery, and 
there is prospect that nearly that much more 
will be run for other parties, including the 
Texas Company. 

The last four wells the McMan and Corsi- 
cana oil companies drilled in 6-43 on the 
Richards lease are making a combined produc- 
tion of 14,000 barrels a day. This sounds like 
Cushing over again It will not be surprising 
if before Healdton has subsided into oblivion 


it will have developed a production of rare 
magnitude. It already is nearly as large as 
Glenn pool ever was. The history of Cushing 


was a succession of deeper sands. That is very 
likely to prove the history of Healdton, and if 
a deeper sand is found it is very likely that 
instead of having an approximate production 
of 170,000 barrels a day it will very likely 
have a production of about 200,000 barrels a 
day.

the Magnolia Pipe Line Com- 
its pipe line capacity be- 
tween Healdton and Addington, and when 
completed will have a carrying capacity of 
about 25,000 barrels a day. This, with the 
Producers’ pipe line and other consumers, 
will bring the consumption of Healdton crude 
up to approximately 45,000 barrels a day. It 
is also stated the Magnolia will double its 
8-inch line from Addington to Ringgold. 

During the past week some exceedingly good 
wells have been brought in. The McMan Oil 
Company’s No, 19 in 6-43 started at 2,000 
barrels a day. The Ideal Oil Company's No. 
4 in 32-3-3 has an initial production of about 
350 barrels a day. The McMan Oil Company’s 
No. 24 in 31-3-3 is good for 2,000 barrels, and 
No. 26 is good for 1,800 barrels. Gunsberg 
& Foreman’s No. 9 on the West Heimer 
farm in 104-3 is credited with 750 barrels 
a day. The Producers’ Oil Company has 
drilled in its No. 2 on the Watson in 10-43 
and have a 200-barrel well. The Roxanna 
Petroleum Company’s No. 9, on the Hapgood, 
in 3-4-3, is good for 150 barrels, and No. 12, 
on the Keck, in 5-4-3, is a 125-barrel pro- 
ducer. 

The Roxanna Petroleum Company is build- 
ing a number of steel storage tanks in 3-4-3. 
It is not known yet whether they will dis- 
continue construction in response to the order 
of the conservation commission or not. 

At the present time Healdton is the most 
active oil district in the mid-continent field. 
More wells are drilling; more tanks are under 
construction; more men are employed, and 
there is more general field work and activity. 

During October 48 wells were completed in 
the Healdton district, making 414 wells in the 


pool. There are now 35 drilling wells and 25 
rigs up. The daily production is approxi 
mately 80,000 barrels.

KENTUCKY-TENNESSEE PETRO- 


LEUM FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., Nov. 3, 1915. 

A general improvement in field work con- 
tinues to mark the situation in the Kentucky- 
Tennessee fields. Inspired by a constantly ad- 
vancing market operators are expanding their 
scope of activity. Continued favorable results 
in the newer fields along the Kentucky-Tennes- 
see border, with a marked degree of success 
attending operations in some of the abandoned 
districts, unite to give the industry a firmer 
basis in the Kentucky-Tennessee fields. Two 
new sources of production are soon to augment 
the yield of the two States, a restoration of 
the pipe line to Estill county, in Northern Ken 
tucky, and a contemplated extension into Scott 
county, Tenn., being planned. Estill county 
contains about thirty producing wells, most of 
which have been out of commission for several 
years. The recent revival of activity in that 
direction Fas resulted in several new strikes, 
and a cleaning out of old wells shows little 
diminution in their former showing. The 
Oneida pool of Scott county is capable of fur- 
nishing several hundred barrels daily. The 
productive limits are rapidly being expanded 


and the prospects of an extensive pool in that 
region are brighter than ever before. 
Fair-sized producers continue to be drilled 
in the older districts of Kentucky. The past 
week’s results include three strikes in Wayne 
county, in the Southeastern district, two of 
10 barrels’ capacity each and a third making 
5 barrels. Lawrence county was the scene of 


one new strike, yielding ten barrels, Wolfe 
county furnished one 10-barrel strike to the 
week's showing in new production. Several 


shallow sand producers are reported from Estill 
county, where the drilling of a well is a matter 
of only five or six days. The best of new 
producers makes 10 harrels daily. New 4drill- 
ing in that field is under way two miles in ad- 
vance of the old pool, results indicating an ex- 
tension. No new wells are reported from the 
Scott county field. Results fn that aistriet ase 
somewhat slow, due to the unknown character 
of the formations. Some tests are drilling 
considerably apart from the producing wells, 
one being five miles distant. New drilling in 
McCreary county, several miles ahead of pro- 
duction, is still without result. 

Pennsylvania operators continue to 
tests in the western end of Kentucky. Petro- 
leum has been found in paying quantities in 
Hickman. county, and the Reelfoot Lake coun- 
try has “received a thorough going over by 
lease-takers, who now hold 20,000 acres. This 
district is far ahead of production, being 200 
miles removed from the Eastern Kentucky 
field. With the favorable prices now quoted 
much experimental drilling is in prospect for 
the Western Kentucky country.

CALIFORNIA OIL REPORT. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 31, 1915. 
The price of gasoline per gallon in California 
was raised during the past week from 13 cents 
to 14 cents. The retail purchasers of gasoline 
are now beginning to look with some appre- 
hension on the steady rise in the price of the 


motor fuel and are wondering where it will 
stop. The under-production is still very much 
in evidence, however, so that it is safe to pre- 
dict a still further rise in prices. 

Few reports were received regarding Valley 
activities. The Midway-Sunset field furnishes 
most of those that were reported. In this dis- 
trict the Associated Oil Company brought in 
three new wells on its lease in the south half 
of section 26-31-23, each of which is producing 
1,000 barrels per day. The company is drilling 
a well in section 22-31-23 and had reached a 
depth of 3,000 feet with good indications. The 
Associated has fifty wells on its properties in 
the Midway district, six of which are on the 
Pioneer-Midway lease. 

In the coast section word comes that the 
Union Oil Company has just cemented its wells 
on the Newlove lease, Nos. 26 and 34, at Santa 
Maria. The Union will deepen these wells, as 
it has done with most of the neighboring wells. 
Much success has attended its previous efforts 
along this line. 

In the south the event attracting the most 
attention is the rush to Brawley in the Im- 
perial Valley, where oil was discovered flowing 
in a small quantity from a hummack to the 
north of the Salten sea. Already 16,000 acres 
have been filed on by future prospective oil 
men. The rush to Brawley is! a weekly oc- 
curence and at each rush more land is filed 
on for mineral rights. 

The oil is still flowing at intervals 
a sand nodule in section 32, township 11, 
south range 10 east. Samples have been dis- 
tributed throughout the valley and the oil 
seems of good gravity. Gas explosions have 
been noticeable lately, and the locators look 
with much faith on this evidence of a com- 
mercial oil sand. Mr. Spreckles, the big San 
Diego financier, has located on much land in 
this neighborhood, and reports say he has a 
drilling rig already on the road to his location. 

Geologist reports put a big damper on the 
whole idea of the possibility of oil being found 
commercially in this location. W. E. Dunlap, 
geologist, says:— 

‘“‘An examination of the water of both springs 


from 


shows them to be identical with that of all 
other salinic springs in the southern Salten 
basin The great mass of delta silts in this 


region aside from the place of the so-called 
oil seepage give no indication of hydrocarbon 
gar or oil whatsoever. The gases which come 
from the springs are evidently neither sulphur- 
ous or hydrocarbon, for the surface materials 
show no discoloration of that nature. In case 
oil were present in the strata beneath the 
desert sands it would in all probability have 
made itself evident centuries ago by seepages 
to the surface along the San Jacinto fault 
zone or the minor faults which accompany it. 
The fact that it has not appeared at springs 
other than the one on San Felipe creek, and 
then in a comparatively minute quantity, 
makes it questionable whether'the present in- 
dications are authentic or reliable.’’ 

Invasion of the oil sands by water in Ful- 
lerton fields is now playing a more important 
part. Especially in the extreme eastern and 
southeastern parts of the fiel@ is this true. 
The Union Oil Company’s Graham and Loftus 
lease, which is one of the most active in the 
State where seven strings are continually kept 
going, has been invaded and the production in 
proportion to the increase in*number of wells 
has been very unsatisfactory.

water the Union Oil Company’s No. 29 on the 
G. & L. lease has been successfully brought in. 
This well is some 3,200 feet deep, drilled with 
a rotary to the point where oil was expected 
and was finished with cable tools. The shutting 
off of water has at last been accomplished by 


cementing through the perforations of the 
casing and plugging the original battan. The 
hole has been pumped dry of such water as 


was in it and at last reports not only had no 
more entered but oil had risen for 1,000 feet in 
the casing, thus giving the best possible indi- 
cations of the well being a fine prospective 
producer. Well No. 9 was also about to. come 
in when last reports were received early this 
week. It was then in oil sand and down some 
3,300 feet. Other wells on this lease in the oil 
sand are Nos. 5, 8, 10 and 35. The last-named 
is the furtherest east on the south line of the 
lease. 

The popular verdict regarding the entry of 
water in this territory is that the rotary method 
of drilling is in a large part responsible. 

The Columbia Oll Prceducing Company in the 
Brea Canyon part of the Fullerton fields gave 
the rotary two trials on wells Nos. 5 and 6, 
and the result was far from satisfactory, Here, 
however, the formation is exceptionally hard. 
No. 7, which was spudded in last week with 











cable tools, is an indication that they regard 
this method of drilling the most satisfactory. 
Of general interest is the meeting of the 
American Petroleum Society, which will meet 
at San Francisco in the near future. The 
representatives from the South will be there in 
force, and, according to present indications, a 
strenuous objection will be made regarding the 
action of the government in contesting oil 
claims through the authority of the Taft with- 
drawal order. The government’s actions are 
such a reversal of the former attitude shown 
that the companies affected by the withdrawal 
order are yet undecided as to what course they 


should take in defense It is very evident, 
however, that there will be an exceptionally 
strong defense. Many lawyers believe the act

Retailers Prepare to Oppose Board 
of Health Ordinance. 


PHARMACEUTICAL CONFERENCE DE- 
CIDES TO ACCEPT LEGAL AND FINAN- 
CIAL AID FROM UNNAMED SOURCE 
IF RETAIL DRUGGISTS ARE PROSE- 
CUTED UNDER FORMULA DISCLOSURE 
ORDINANCE — WHOLESALERS’ ATTI 
TUDE SAID TO HAVE CHANGED.

York, through its representatives in the 
Pharmaceutical Conference at a meet- 
ing held on November 5, decided to ac- 
cept an offer of legal talent and funds 
to carry on court cases which might be 
instituted against retailers for the sale 
of proprietary remedies not complying 
with the requirements of the proprietary 
medicine ordimance of the Board of 
Health, which will go into effect on De- 
cember 31.

explained that the financial and legal 
backing which had been offered to the 
Executive Committee of the conference 
were absolutely bona fide, and written 
statements from the parties proferring 
the aid were in the hands of this com- 
mittee. He declared that, with this as- 
sistance, cases could be carried to the 


con- 


highest courts, if necessary, to secure a 
favorable verdict. He also mentioned 
that before any pharmalcist would be 
given aid under the proposed plan the 
conference would decide whether’ the 
prosecuted druggist had a just defense 
against the health authorities or not. 


This question was then opened for dis- 
cussion and some opposition developed 
from representatives of the Bronx Coun- 
ty Pharmaceutical Society, who were in 
favor of the Health Board’s ordinance 
and thought it best to let the manufac- 
turer and the board fight the matter out 
without involving the retail druggist. 
They also pointed out that the whole- 
sale trade in this city had already taken 
a stand in support of the formula dis- 
closure measure, as announced in last 
week's Reporter, and that it would 
therefore seem unnecessary and peculiar 
for the retailer to oppose it. 

In answer to this argument, S. V. B. 
Swann intimated that a number of the 
wholesalers who signed the letter sup- 
porting the ordinance already regretted 
having done so, and he stated that the 
heads of several of the firms whose sig- 
natures appear on this letter were not 
in favor of the stand taken, but had 
simply indorsed the agreement entered 
into by their proxies at a conference held 


before the letter was issued. 
In the prolonged discussion om the or- 
dinance, its merits and demerits were 


brought out by several members. 
of the delegates were of the 
that the retailer should sell no _ propri- 
etary preparation after January 1, 1916, 
unless all the requirements of the ordi- 
nance are complied with and felt that the 
manufacturers should settle their differ- 
ences with the board without using the 
retailer as a scapegoat. 

The chairman made it clear that there 
was to be no union with the proprietary 
interests against the health authorities, 
but that everything would ‘be done to 
protect the retailer if he is haled into 
court for selling non-fraudulent propri- 
etaries, and, as the conference has not 
the funds to carry on expensive legal 
proceedings, outside aid should be ac- 
cepted if proferred. 

The outcome of the meeting was the 
acceptance of the offer presented by the 
chairman, and the passage of a motion 
empowering the officers to send a let- 
ter to ali retail druggists in Greater New 
York advising them of the situation with 
regard to this ordinance and communi- 
cating the offer of financial and legal aid 
which can be taken advantage of should 
there be any prosecutions of retail drug- 
gists by the Board of Health which in 
the judgment of the conference were 
unjustified. 

It was generally understood that the 
offer of money and legal talent made to 
the retail trade came from the proprie- 
tary medicine interests, although no 
specific announcement to this effect was 
made. Those who presented the proposi- 
tion simply stated that the offer had been 
made to the Executive Committee of the 
conference, intimating that it came from 
more than one source, but not specifying 
any. Upon -being questioned concerning 
the source of the proffered aid, Dr. An- 
derson would give no definite answer, 
but assured his questioners of the relia- 
bility and genuineness of the offer. 

Joseph Plaut, of Lehn & Fink, stated 
to a representative of the Reporter that 
as far as his firm was concerned the 
ordinance would be strictly complied with 
and the agreement with the health au- 
thorities would be adhered to, and he be- 
lieved the same was true of the other

opinion 
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wholesalers whose signatures were ap- 
pended to the letter referred to above. 

Dr, William Jay Schieffelin, president 
of Schieffelin & Co., has also informed 
the Reporter that his company is willing 
to stand by its position, in approving the 
local ordinance, taken in conjunction with 
the ten other wholesale drug houses in 
the metropolitan district, as it has no 
objection to the provisions of section 117 
of the Sanitary Code, which it has prom- 
ised to observe in every particular.

Gasoline Advance Justified. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Dallas, Tex., Nov. 5, 1915. 


A. C. Eble, sales manager of the Mag- 
nolia Petroleum Company, made a strong 
defense of the increased price of gasoline 
in an address which he delivered before 
the Dallas Automobile Club. One of the 
important factors of the situation, and 
which had a big bearing om the increase 
of the price, was the cessation of sub- 
marine warfare by the German Govern- 
ment on neutral tank vessels, he pointed 
out. The shrinkage of production in 
crude oil in the mid-continent field caused 
an advance of 100 per cent. in the price 
of that product, he said, Coupled with this 
is a heavy increase in the prices of all 
material used in refining. Mr, Eble made 
the statement that refining companies 
are now losing from 1 cent to 2% cents 
per gallon when they sell gasoline at 
present prices. 

Mr. Eble’s explanation of the gasoline 
situation is particularly timely in view 
of the fact that Attorney-General B. F. 
Looney and his assistants have been busy 
for some time investigating the situation 
as to the alleged boosting of prices of 
that product and the existence of a com- 
bination among the refining and distrib- 
uting companies for that purpose. It was 
recently stated on semi-official authority 
that Mr. Looney would file suit against 
several of the companies for alleged vio- 
lations of the anti-trust law. 

In his address Mr. Eble said that re- 
ports circulated to the effect that gaso- 
line can be bought in Oklahoma, Kansas 
City, St. Louis and other Middle West- 
ern cities at a much lower price than in 
Dallas might be true to a small degree. 
He offered a number of telegrams and 
letters in evidence that the price of gaso- 
line at points of production ranges from 
10 to 13 cents per gallon. The gasoline 
handled in Texas is tested at 62 and 63 
gravity. 





Chicago Paint Club Meeting. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Chicago, Nov. 4, 1915. 

President Fred M. Carter presided at 
the November meeting of the Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Club of Chicago, held this 
evening in the Louis X VI room of Hotel 
Sherman. It was the first meeting under 
the administration of President Carter, 
and with the array of talent at the head 
board and “Bob” Evans im the offing to 
inject ‘“‘pep” into the proceedings as the 
session progressed, there was not a dull 
moment in the four hours that the club 
dined, smoked and deliberated. 

Entertainment features of the evening 
were the dinner, which was in the form 
of a harvest dinner, with turkey, cran- 
berry sauce and pumpkin pie as the chief 
courses, and singing mumbers rendered 
by Miss Onuki, direct from Japan, via 
the College Inn. 

Having a great deal of business to at- 


tend to, President Carter followed the 
dinner closely by calling on Secretary 
Charies B. Field for a reading of the 


minutes of the meeting held in September. 
These minutes, covering the election of 
new officers, were duly read and ap- 
proved. 

Communications, also read by Secretary 
Fields, concerned im one instance the 
suggestion that the club have represen- 
tatives at the annual meetings of the 
National Paint Jobbrs’ association, and 
in another recommendations from the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion concerning proposed amendments to 
freight rates and classifications on paint, 
varnish, lead, oil and putty. 

in regards to the meeting of the Paint 
Jobbers’ Association meetings, President 
Carter was empowered by a vote of the 
club_ to select delegates from the mem- 
bership of the club to attend the meet- 
_— of that organization. 

". L. Campbell spoke at length on the 
matter of rates and classifications cover- 
ing shipments of paint varnish, oil, lead 
and putty, calling special attention to the 
difference in rates on full cars and part 
cars, and telling how a step in a favor- 
able direction had been made by the com- 
mittee in securing the same rate on a 
full car of mixed products of the indus- 
try as was obtainable on a full car of 
any one product. He asked for the co- 
operation of the trade in bringing about 
further improvements along the same 
line and in efforts to secure a* uniform 
classification on paint and allied products. 

A letter from the national organization 
advocating more liberal support to the 
Credit Exchange Bureau, local and na- 
tional, was read and discussed at length, 
Chicago members of the credit bureau 
taking occasion to tell of the benefits 
they and their firms derived from the 
ledger information as to credits amd 
financial standings that had been made 
availabie to them through the exchanges 
now in operation. 

President Carter called upon a commit- 
tee selected last year to go over and re- 
vise the by-laws of the club. A complete 
new set of by-laws was offered for ac- 
ceptance, and was received by the mem- 
bers present after much discussion and 
many amendments had been voted on. 

The principal changes made were:— 

Section 2 of article 1 provides that the 
retiring president shall, by virtue of his 
office, automatically become a candidate 
on the regular ticket for election to vice- 
president to serve the ensuing year. 

That any person otherwise eligible to 
membership, but whose business is lo- 
cated forty miles or more from the city 
of Chicago, may be admitted to associate 
membership in the same manner as a 
regular member, except that instead of 
paying the regular annual assessment of 
thirty dollars, he shall pay a pro rata 
charge to cover the expense of each 
meeting of the club which he shall attend. 

This affords the club its first opportu- 
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nity to secure associate members whose 
dues will be limited to the usual $10 a 
year membership fee and a pro rata 
oe of dinners at which they are pres- 
ent. 

Article IV was amended to cut out 
proxies at the election of officers, and an 
amendment to have the name of candi- 
dates printed on a ballot in alphabetical 
order was defeated. 

Article V was amended to 
provision for the selection of a Business 
Promotion Committee along with the 
other standing committees of the club. 

Article VI was changed in that the 
annual meeting of the club will be held 
in May instead of September. 

A few other changes were made, but 
they were of minor importance. 

President Carter announced the follow- 
ing as his selections for standing com- 
mittees:—

The newly proposed Business Promotion 
Committee is to be selected and an- 
nounced later. 

Having disposed of all the above busi- 
ness President Carter closed the meet- 
ing with ua short talk from Frank Waldo, 
of New York, who was a guest of the 
evening, and told about the organization 
work being done by the national asso- 
ciation.

Harrison Law Limitation. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
St. Louis, Nov. 4, 1915. 

Judge D. P. Dyer, in the United States 
District Court, recently took the attitude 
that the Harrison narcotic law is not of 
sufficient force to compel physicians to 
register prescriptions of drugs because 
there are no penalties provided for fail- 
ure to register. Acting on that theory, 
he sustained a demurrer in a case of a 
doctor who was indicted for alleged vio- 
lation of the act last spring. 

The first part of the indictment alleges 
that the doctor dispensed morphine sul- 
phate through prescriptions. Judge Dyer 
contended that the doctor did not violate 
any law through writing prescriptions 
because he did not personally dispense 
the drug. 


The remainder of the indictment dealt 
with the doctor’s alleged failure to reg- 
ister prescriptions. The law neglected 
to provide penalties for such fiailure, 
Judge Dyer held. 

The case against the doctor will be 
dropped, and it is believed by court at- 


taches that the ruling will be extended 
to the indictments against two proprietors 
of drug stores who, it is alleged. filled 
the doctor's prescriptions. Failure to pro- 
vide penalties against druggists who do 
not register also will prevent prosecu- 
tions, it is believed. 

Judge Dyer is expected to hand down a 
written opinion later. 





Substitute Specifics Seized. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 5, 1915. 
Several shipments of worthless imita- 


tion drug products have been seized by 
the officials in charge of the enforcement 
of the Food and Drugs Act. Itinerant 


peddlers are selling to drug stores large 
quantities of preparations made up and 
labeled in imitation of high-priced patent 
medicines of foreign origin. Only small 
quantities of the genuine medicines have 
been imported since the war began, caus- 
ing a great increase in prices. Unscrup- 
ulous manufacturers are attempting to 
reap a harvest by substituting for the 
genuine medicines cheap chemicals with 
no medicinal value whatever. In order 
to make it difficult to trace these prep- 
arations to the parties responsible for 
their manufacture, they are not usually 
distributed through the regular channels 
of commerce, but are peddled about to 
drug stores by itinerants who make im- 
mediate delivery at the time of sale. 

A preparation put up in imitation of 
“Neosalvarsan,’”’ a medicine which has 
largely displaced the preparation known 
as 606 in the treatment of a venero disease, 
is being distributed to drug stores in 
this manner. A sample labeled as ‘‘Neo- 
salvarsan,’’ which was recently examined 
by the department, was found to be 
nothing more than salt colored with a 
coal-tar dye, nome of the genuine neo- 
salvarsan whatever being present. The 
label on this product was an exact re- 
production of the genuine imported neo- 
salvarsan, or it was an original container 
refilled with the imitation article. 

This fraud is held to be particularly 
flagrant, according to the medical experts 
of the department, not alone because a 
worthless preparation is sold for a high 


price, but mainly because neosalvarsan 
is usually administered by injection di- 
rectly into the blood of the patient. ‘The 


cheap substitute is not only worthless in 
the treatment of this disease, but when 
injected directly into the blood might 
work considerable injury. 

Other preparations which are peddled 
to druggists and purport to be acetyl- 
salicylic acid commonly known as 
aspirin, a medicine of foreign origin reg- 
ularly prescribed by many physicians fo} 
certain ailmemts, have been seized by the 
officials ‘n charge of the enforeement of 
the Food and Drugs Act, because an 
analysis showed that the products were 
worthless imitations. 

Owing to the manner in which these 
preparations are peddled about, it is diffi- 
cult to trace the interstate shipment of 
any of them, and im cases where there 
has been no interstate shipment the Fed- 
eral Food and Drugs Act has no juris- 
diction. On information furnished by the 
Federal authorities some of these imita- 
tion goods have been seized by city of- 
ficials who had authority under State 
laws to proceed when there had beem no 
interstate shipment. .

> 
Toilet Preparations. 
The Board of United States General 
Appraisers overruled the protest of the 
American Express Company in regard to 


the classification by the appraiser of mer- 
chardise returned as a toilet preparation, 


for six months, January to 





dutiable at 60 per cent. ad valorem un- 
der paragraph 48, tariff act of 1913. The 
claim made by the importers was in ef- 
fect that duty should have been exacted 
under paragraph 17, which provides for 
“chemical and _ medicinal compounds, 
combinations and all similar articles du- 
tiable under this section, except soap, 


whether specially provided for or not, put 
up in imdividual packages of two and 
one-half pounds or less gross weight, 
shail be dutiable at a rate of not less 
than 20 per cent. ad valorem.” The 
board decided that while the merchandise 
is a medicinal preparation it is used as 
an application to the hair, and therefore 
dutiable as a toilet article. 





Antimony Oxide. 
In harmony with a previous decision 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers overruled the protest of Fuerst 


Bros. & Co., claiming lower duty_on an 
importation of antimony oxide. It was 
assessed at the rate of 25 per cent. ad 


valorem under paragraph 114, act of 1913, 
which provides for antimony oxide. The 
claim was for lower duty as a chemical 
compound, salt or combination, under 
paragraph 5. 





Enamel Paint and Colors. 


L. Reusche & Co. and B. F. Drakenfeld 
& Co., were sustained in their conten- 


tion that enamel paints or colors were of 
the same character as those passed upon 
by the board, abstract 38225, and re- 
turned dutiable at 15 per cent. ad valo- 
rem under paragraph 63. The merchan- 
dise was assessed by the collector at the 
rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 17, act of 1913. 





Haarlem Oil. 
The protest of F. B. Vandegrift & Co. 
relating to the classification of Haarlem 


oil put up in packages of less than two 
and one-half pounds gross weight was 
overruled. The merchandise was classi- 
fied as a chemical preparation under 
paragraph 17, tariff act of 1913. The claim 
was for duty at 15 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 5, or at the same rate 
under paragraphs #4 or 4. In a previous 
decision of the board Haarlem oil in 
packages less than two and one-half 
pounds gross weight was returned dutia- 
ble under paragraph 17 at 20 per cent. ad 
valorem, and in harmony with that de- 
cision the protest was overruled. 





Rapeseed Oil. 

The Board of United States General 
Appraisers sustained the protest of Zin- 
keisen & Co. for lower duty on merchan- 
dise invoiced as ‘“‘Pute huile de colza,’’ 
which, being interpreted, means rapeseed 
oil. It was assessed with duty at the 
rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 3, tariff act of 1909, as a com- 
bination of oils. The importer claimed 
that the merchandise should have been 
returned as rapeseed oil under paragraph 
37, dutiable at 10 cents per gallon, or in 
the alternative at 20 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 480 as an unenumerated 
manufactured article. 

The importers were without a sample 
of the importation, but the government 
offered a report of the analysis of a sam- 
ple, which in the regular course of busi- 
ness had been submitted to the labora- 
tory for analysis and report. The testi- 
mony of the witness called on behalf of 
the protestants was directed to showing 
that the oil in question was bought and 


sold as rapeseed oil, but was clearly in- 
sufficient to establish that fact. The 
chemist who made the analysis was 


called as a witness for the government 
and testified that the quantitative analy- 
sis made by him showed the oil to be a 
mixture of 92.12 per cent. of rape oil and 
7.88 per cent. of petroleum, which was 
probably refined. 

The board held that had sufficient proof 
been offered to establish that the oil in 
question was bought and sold under the 
mame of rapeseed oil and was commer- 
cially so known, we might have been 
warranted in holding that it should have 
been so classified, but the record would 
not justify such a conclusion. Judge 
McClelland, who wrote the opinion, said 
that as facts from the record that the oil 
in question is neither rapeseed oil nor a 
combination of expressed oils, and as the 
tariff act of 1909 contains no specific pro- 
vision therefore, it must be classified as 
an enumerated manufactured article un- 
der paragraph 480 and subject to duty at 
the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem. The 
decision of the collector was modified ac- 
cordingly.

FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION AN- 
NOUNCES GENERAI, INQUIRY INTO 
PRODUCTION, TRANSPORTATION, RE- 
FINING AND MARKETING BRANCHES 
UNDER GORE, OWEN AND CHILTON 
RESOLUTIONS.

Washington, Nov. 5, 1915. 

Within the next six weeks the Federal 
Trade Commission expects to issue a for- 
mal report on the cost of pipe line trans- 
portation of crude petroleum. This re- 
port is to be made in connection with 
several others called for im resolutions 
passed by the Senate during the last 
Congress at the vequest of Senators Gore 
and Owen, of Oklahoma. One of these 
resolutions called for the investigation 
into the Healdton field of Oklahoma, 
which report was prepared and _ pub- 
lished by the Bureau of Corporations, 
which preceded the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. 

It is not yet certainly known at the 
Trade Commission headquarters whether 
this pipe line report, and other reports 
regarding operations in the oil fields, will 
be made public before being sent to Con- 
gress. A part of this investigation is 
proceeding in connection with a like in- 
vestigation being made by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, under the direc- 
tion of a resolution passed at the last 
Congress at the request of Senator Chil- 
ton, of West Virginia, calling for an in- 
vestigation of conditions surrounding pipe 
line transportation from the West Vir- 
ginia and neighboring fields to Pennsyl- 
vania, New York and other Eastern re- 
fineries. This pipe line inquiry is being 
conducted by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in part and by the Federal 
Trade Commission in part. 


In a formal statement issued on Tues- 
day the Federal Trade Commission calls 
attention to the general investigations 
now in progress with respect to the pro- 
duction, transportation, refining and 
marketing of petroleum and its products 
throughout the country. Reference is 
also made to the situation as presented 
a week ago regarding alleged discrimina- 
tion in sales of gasoline, which has been 
submitted to field inspectors for investi- 
gation. 

So many inquiries have come to the 
commission regarding the oil situation 
and what is being done with respect to 
the inquiries set on foot by the Senate 
resolutions passed at the request of the 
Oklahoma Senators that the commission 
made the announcement as to the scope 
of the present inquiries and the bases 
thereof. 

It is known that the Interstate Com- 
metrce Commission will make its report to 
Congress on the Chilton resolution, and 
will not make the document public until 
the formal transmittal to Congress. Un- 
der the law which governs the Bureau of 
Corporation the predecessor of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, the reports of 
that bureau were by law to be made to 
the President, and those reports were 
made public without reference to the 
transmittal of any information to Con- 
gress. It is possible that this may be 
done with reference to the oil inquiries 
under the Senate resolutions. 

After calling attention to the details 
of the Gore and Owen resolutions and the 
forthcoming report of the cost of pipe 
line transportation of crude petroleum 
the formal statement of the commission 
is as follows:— 


The information to be published in the forth- 
coming report is but a first, although a very 
important, step in the investigation. In con- 
nection with the securing of information on the 
subjects treated in the forthcoming report on 
the cost of pipe line transportation of crude 
petroleum considerable information has already 
been gathered on conditions in the production, 
refining and marketing of petroleum and its 
products. It is the purpose of the Federal 
Trade Commission to issue reports dealing with 
one or more features of the industry as rapidly 
as information on those subjects can be col- 
lected and prepared. 

It is quite apparent from the investigation 
already conducted under the Senate resolutions 
above referred to that there is a wide differ- 
ence between conditions existing in the several 
parts of the United States, and that the petro- 
leum industry is at present undergoing rapid 
changes and certain branches of it, due to the 
Kuropean war, have been in an abnormal state. 
New processes for refining ‘oil have recently 
been installed, and this is leading to marked 
changes in the refinery situation. 

Since it is a matter of common knowledge 
that the Federal Trade Commission is conduct 
ing an investigation into the oil industry by 
direction of Congress, it is but natural that 
many complaints concerning conditions in one 
or another branch of the industry should come 
to it. It has received complaints from persons 
engaged in producing oil from wells, from 
companies engaged in buying and transporting 
erude oil, from oil refiners, from oil jobbers, 
from retailers and from consumers. Some of 
the complaints allege unfair prac es by for- 
mer subsidiary companies of the Standard Oil 
Company, others are directed against various 
of the so-called independents. These com- 
plaints come from all parts of the country and 
are often of a conflicting nature. For example, 
many producers allege that unduly low prices 
are paid them for crude oil and that many 
of the pipe line rates for transportation are 
too high; many refiners allege that the prices 
they are obliged to pay for crude oil are too 
high and are subject to monopolistic control, 
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and that the prices at which they have to sell 
their refined products are too low because of 
alleged unfair practices on the part of com- 
petitors; and many consumers complain that 
retail prices charged for the refined products 
are exorbitant and that price discrimination 
between localities is being practiced. 

Following the statement of the com- 
mission reference is made to the com- 
plaints that have been filed with the 
commission with reference to discrimina- 
tions between localities in the matter of 
gasoline sales. No additivnal informa- 
tion is made public with reference to this 
subject beyond what was known a week 
ago as to these complaints and the in- 
quiry in connection therewith.

Move in Park-Bruen Case. 


Justice A. N. Hand in the United States 
District Court at New York has entered 
a decree pro confesso in favor of John D. 
Park & Sons Company, of Cincinnati, in 
their action against Albert Bruen, W. P. 
Ritchey, Charles C. Bruen, as partners 
of Bruen, Ritchey & Co., and a number 
of other wholesale and jobbing drug 
houses for equitable relief from the al- 
leged conspiracy of the defendants to in- 
jure the business of the plaintiff in seek- 
ing to prevent the plaintiff from buying 
drugs, proprietary articles and other 
goods unless the plaintiff would sell the 
articles at prices fixed by the manufac- 
turers or Original distributors. This ac- 
tion was instituted in May, 1904, and after 
various proceedings was dismissed for 
want of prosecution in 1913. The plaintiff 
recently moved to have the case restored 
tu the calendar amd with the granting of 
the motion the defendants were auto- 
matically placed in default for want of 
an answer, the time for filing the answer 
having elapsed on the understanding that 
the suit had been defaulted by the plain- 
tiff. Burlingham, Montgomery & Beecher, 
with A. Leo Everett as associate, have 
prepared an order to show cause why the 
case should not be restored to the status 
of 1913, argument on which will be heard 
later this month. 

The recent decree does not involve any 
damages. 

In 1909 John D. Park & Sons Company 
began an action at law in the Federal 
Court against the same defendants as in 
the equity case, under the Sherman act, 
alleging damages to the extent of $2,000,000 
and asking for a treble award. No action 
en this case has been taken.

Sherley Amendment Validity Test. 
ISSUE RAISED BEFORE SUPREME COURT 
ON CURATIVE CLAIMS OF ECKMAN’S 
ALTERATIVD — MANUFACTURER AT- 
TACKS CON UTIONALITY OF POW- 
ER OF CONGRI TO ENTER DOMAIN 
OF SPECULATIVE SCIENCE AS TO 
PROPERTfES OF DRUGS—QUBSTION AS 
TO STATEMENTS WITH PACKAGE IN 
INTERSTATE COMMERCE.

Druggists and manufacturers of medi- 
cinal compounds and the frade in drug 
products in general will be greatly inter- 
ested in the test soon to be taken in the 
Supreme Court of the United States to 
determine the constitutionality and gen- 
eral effectiveness of the food and drugs 
act, as amended by the so-called Sherley 
amendment. 

This case comes to the Supreme Court 
of the United States on a writ of error 
to the Federal Court of Nebraska and re- 
lates to the seizure by the government 
separately of seven cases, more or less, 
containing twelve bottles of ‘‘Eckman’s 
Alterative,’”” manufactured by the Eck- 
man Company of Philadelphia, Pa., and 
another seizure involves six cases of the 
same commodity. On demurrer raised in 
the Federal Court of Nebraska that court 
sustained the libel brought by the gov- 
ernment and refused to dismiss the case 
on the grounds alleged by the attorneys 
representing the Eckman Company, who 
attacked the libel for insufficiency in law 
and also upon the material facts. 

The government’s case has not yet been 
completed, nor the briefs prepared to 
show what stand the government will 
take in opposition to the attack made by 
the Eckman Company upon the food and 
drugs act, as amended by the Sherley 
amendment. In plain terms, as will be 
recalled, the Sherley amendment provides 
against shipments in interstate commerce 
of commodities bearing labels which con- 
tain ‘false or misleading statements as 
to curative properties,’’ etc., of such com- 
modities. In the writ of error issued out 
to bring this case to the United States 
Supreme Court, an elaborate list of errors 
by the lower court as set forth among 
others that the act is unconstitutional for 
various reasons, among others that it 
“undertakes to regulate statements that 
are within a package and do not become 
known to the purchaser until said pack- 
age has been purchased by him and en- 
tered into domestic commerce.’’ This 
feature is based upon the “original pack- 
age decision’’ of the high court, which 
held that an original package containing 
various contents continued to be in inter- 
State commerce until said package was 
opened and its contents distributed in do- 
mestic commerce. Other errors charged 
hold the act to be unconstitutional, as 
amended, “in that it undertakes to regu- 
late statements regarding the curative 
and therapeutic effects of the articles, 
which said statements are mere opinions 
which cannot be regulated by an act of 
Congress.’ Also that the act is unconsti- 
tutional as violating the Fifth Amend- 
ment of the Federal Constitution in ‘‘tak- 
ing property without due process of law.” 

A great variety of other points are 
raised in the case as prepared on behalf 
of the Eckman Company, and not only is 
the constitutionality of the Sherley 
amendment to the food amd drugs act 
attacked, but a series of objections to the 
original libel are raised. There is also 
much discussion of the difference between 
labels borne on packages and circular 
statements contained within such pack- 
ages. 

The Eckman case has been prepared for 
the Supreme Court by Attorney Daniel 
W. Baker, of Washington, formerly Dis- 
trict Attorney of the District, who has

had much experience in recent years in 
connection with the antikamnia case and 
different suits brought against Druggist 
O'Donnell, of Washington, for selling ar- 
ticles at prices lower than were fixed by 
the manufacturers as the retail prices of 
such articles. 

The chief feature, as will at once be 
recognized, of the case now about to bi 
presented in the United States Supreme 
Court involving the attack upon the Sher- 
ley amendment by the Eckman Company, 
is the avowal in this case that the Sher- 
ley amendment is unconstitutional. The 
original libels attending the seizure of 
Eckman’s Alterative bore on the package 
containing a dozen or more bottles of the 
compound simply a statement that the 
package contained Eckman's Alterative, 
the name of the firm and the guarantee un- 
der the food and drugs act. The libels then 
alleged that in each case were contained 
twelve bottles, naming the compound, 
giving its content of alcohol bv weight as 
a solvent, and naming the various dis- 
eases which it was ‘“‘for.’’ Further, the 
libel alleges that inciosed in each pack- 
age was a circular upon which appeared 
the statement “effective as a preventative 
for pneumonia’; also, ‘‘we know it has 
cured and that it has and will cure tuber- 
eulosis.””’ It will thus be seen that the 
issue raised in this case does not turn al- 
together upon the quéstion whether false 
or misleading statements were made as to 
the curative properties of the medicinal 
compounds, but whether the statements 
contained within the package make the 
statements amenable to the law. The case 
as presented emphasizes the terms of the 
statute with references to “‘the package 
or label of which shall bear any state- 
ment, design or device regarding such 
article or the ingredients or substances 
contained therein, which shall be false 
or misleading in any particular.’’ 

Turning, however, to the material 
points set forth in the attack upon the 
constitutionality of the Sherley amend- 
ment, the Eckman case, as presented on 
behalf of that company in the high court, 
calls attention to various decisions by 
the high court, the lower Federal and 
State courts having direct or indirect 
bearing on the subject and devotes much 
attention to the case of the United States 
vs. Johnson, which is understood to have 
been the case which caused the enact- 
ment of the Sherley amendment to the 
food and drugs law. Among other things 
the Eckman case as presented makes the 
following statements:— 


It is further contended that a distinction 
should be made between commerce in articles 
that are il'‘icit, immoral or harmful, and com- 
merce in legitimate articles. If such distinc- 
tion is drawn, the lottery cases and similar 
cases have no weight in this construction of 
the statute, because in those cases the powers 
over interstate commerce are given broad scope 
because the article of commerce was held to 
be illicit, immoral or harmful. The Sherley 
amendment, however, covers all medicinal 
preparations, and includes, of course, legiti- 
mate articles of commerce, and, therefore, it 
is contended that no regulation can be im- 
posed on such artic’es of commerce except such 
as may identify the article or state its in- 
gredients, its physical constituents or chemical 
parts, and any attempt by Congress to enter 
the domain of speculative science and to es- 
tablish criteria in matters of opinion which are 
incapable of proper judicial ascertainment and 
decision, such as the curative and therapeutic 
effect of a drug when taken by an individual, 
is not a regulation of commerce, and therefore 
beyond the power of Congress. Congress can 
require that all medicinal preparations shall 
be pure and correctly labeled as to their in- 
gredients, but it cannot go into the domain 
of speculative science and seek to test the 
accuracy of statements as to the effect of a 
preparation when subsequently taken by @ 
human being, in accordance with such direc- 
tions as may accompany the preparation. The 
drug itself is the subject matter of commerce. 
The print or label which it bears is but an 
incident to the commodity itself, and forms 
a part of the commerce in the article only 
insomuch as it deals with the identity of the 
commodity contained in the package. A state- 
ment which gives no information of the com- 
modity itself, its physical constituents, or its 
chemical ingredients, is not so related to the 
commodity as to form a part of the commerce 
in the article, and is not, therefore, a part 
and parcel of the commerce within the regu- 
lating power of Congress. 

The Sherley amendment attempts to deal 
solely with the latter type of statement. It 
seeks to cover statements as to what results 
will be produced when interstate commerce 
has ceased, and the commodity taken by in- 
dividuals suffering from certain diseases or 
physical ailments. Such statements have been 
designated by this court as constituting only 
an estimate of prophesy concerning results. 
We submit that such statements form, no part 
of interstate commerce. Congress, in attempt- 
ing to bring the statements within its legisla- 
tive power and to overcome what has been 
said by this court in United States vs. Johnson, 
221 U. S., 488, uses the words, ‘‘false and 
fraudulent,’’ instead of the words, ‘‘false and 
misleading,’’” but we submit that that cannot 
cure this defect. 

The fifth and sixth amendments of the 
Constitution are then quoted and this 
statement is made:— 

The right of a person to advertise his own 
goods, wares and merchandise, and the right 
of a person to puff the same, are property 
rights, and as a person has a right to sell 
ordinary drugs and merchandise and enter 
into reasonable contracts in regard thereto, 
and as a person has a right to commend in a 
favorable manner his drugs or merchandise, 
when Congress attempts to invade that right, 
it deprives such a person of an incident to 
his rights of property and violates the fifth 
amendment to the Constitution. Nor has Con- 
gress power to deprive a person of his liberty 
or property, without due process of law, and 
the proposition that such deprivation may be 
made under the power of Congress is mon- 
strous. United States vs. Delaware & Hudson 
Company, 164 Fed., 229. This case was re- 
versed in this court, 213 U. S., 412, but the 
court there gave to the statute a narrow con- 
struction, and said, by restraining the wider 
and, we think, doubtful prohibition, so as to 
make it accord to the more narrow and rea- 
sonable provision, it could be brought within 
the power of Congress. 

We have already considered the objection 
to Congress, under its power to regulate com- 
merce, and entering into the domain of spec- 
ulative science, and attempting to test the 
accuracy of claims as to the curative and 
therapeutic effect of a drug, but here we want 
to call in question the power of Congress to 
prevent a person from making statements or 
claims concerning the virtue of drugs, whether 
modest or extravagant, and we say that an 
owner, when advertising this drugs has a 
right to exploit them and advance opinions 
concerning the curative properties thereof, not- 
withstanding the fact that such opinions may 
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be objected to by others, and that he may 
make claims as to the result which will follow 
the use of his drugs which to some may ap- 
pear unreasonable, because, in doing so, he 
is only doing that which the law gives him the 
right to do. And that not only is this right 
given him by the Federal Constitution, but 
even if it were not so given him, where a 
question arises as to whether or not a person 
shoul be prosecuted for an offense or his 
property condemned, back of the prosecution 
or back of the condemnation, must be an of- 
fense or crime defined by law, not merely an 
offense that is to be determined iby the state 
of public opinion, or of scientific opinion. 





In connection with the foregoing points 
of attack made upon the constitutionality 
of the law, is a series of general objec- 
tions to the libel in which it is claimed it 
does not properly state the violation of 
the law, and that the statements in the 
libel as to the contents of the circular 
are not properly made. 

When the Eckman case was reached in 
the Supreme Court on Monday, a request 
was made by Solicitor-General Davis, of 
the United States Department of Justice, 
that the case be passed for a week. It is 
expected that by that time the govern- 
ment’s side of the case will be prepated 
for submission to the high court.

Not Necessary to Register Face Creams 


Although the provision of section 117 
of the New York Health Board's Sanitary 
Code, seeking to compel qualitative 
furmula disclosure and registration of 
proprietary medicines, distinctly specifies 
that these requirements, effective Decem- 
ber 51, are applicable only to those medi- 
cines ‘‘manufactured, prepared, or intend- 
ed, for INTERNAL HUMAN USE,” the 
question has arisen of late among manu- 
facturers of massage and face creams 
and other toilet articles, designed for ex- 
ternal application, as to whether these 
provisions also apply to these goods. In 
reply to an inquiry on this subject sub- 
mitted by The Druggists Circular, Lucius 
P. Brown, director of the Bureau of Food 
and Drugs of the local Health Depart- 
ment, has relieved the fears of the face 
cream makers on this score by stating 
that ‘“‘section 117 of the Sanitary Code 
does not apply to face creams and similar 
tcilet articles.”’ 

In further explanation of the section's 
applicability, Mr. Brown has written: 
“It applies only to preparations which 
effect internal medication, whether taken 
by the mouth or by application to a 
mucous surface or to the skin, if same 
producers imternal effect. For instance, 
mercury inunction would be classed as 
coming under this section,’ For the 
safety of dealers in these goods, how- 
ever, Mr. Brown suggests that, “when 
they are in doubt as to any particular 
preparation, application be made to the 
Health Department for advice in such 
case.”’

A growing shortage of quicksilver 
and antimony have found belated re- 
flection ‘in a further marking up of 
the prices named for such derivatives 
as both hard and soft mercurial prep- 


arations and needle antimony as well 
as in an additional stiffening of the 
views of the holders of these metals in 
the domestic drug market within the 
week. A greater scarcity of numerous 
botanical drugs and correspondingly 
higher asking figures for these articles 
has likewise featured this market of 
late, while the extraordinarily high 
prices reached in the recent wild 
upward movements of opium, quinine 
and glycerine have continued to be de- 
manded by local handlers and paid by 
consumers, both domestic and foreign, 
who have been hard pressed to cover 
their requirements. 

An absolute embargo upon any and 
all shipments of quinine salts from 
treat Britain has been announced by 
the British Government, so that it has 
become impossible for English ship- 
pers to obtain even the occasional 
special permission to send out these 
goods which was heretofore granted 
occasionally when these goods were to 
be sent on new orders to the United 
States or some other neutral country. 

-The only exception to this embargo on 

quinine salts is made in favor of ship- 
ments on account of long outstanding 
contracts and, even then, special per- 
mits must be obtained from the gov- 
ernment. At the moment when the lo- 
cal market appeared absolutely bare of 
all foreign-made saits and only scantily 
supplied with the domestic product, 
however, arrivals of 323 cases of Ger- 
man salts, hitherto purchased by Eng- 
lish dealers from New York holders, 
have reached here from London after 
having been resold to local handlers at 
greatly advanced figures when the 
British dealers declined to resell these 
German goods in their own country. 
This relatively large lot of German 
salts, chiefly sulphate of quinine, has 
been sold again, in virtually its en- 
tirety, to South American consumers 
and it will therefore not be available 
for consumption in the United States, 
although it is greatly needed here. 
There has also been a marked short- 
age in cinchona bark, which has 
failed to be relieved by recent arrivals 
from London and Rotterdam which 
have been absorbed instantly. 

Though latest advices from Paris 
tell of the possibility of obtaining spe- 
cial permission from the French Gov- 
ernment for the shipment of the crude 
grades of glycerine from France to 
this country, domestic handlers of this 
raw material still complain that they 
are unable to move any of their pur- 
chases made in France after February 
15 to the United States, although they 
have made every effort to obtain the 
same through the American consuls in 
France and otherwise. It is presumed, 
therefore, that the only crude glycerine 
which may now pass over the French 
Government’s embargo upon shipments 
of this commodity are those for which 
special export permits are granted on 
the ground that they constitute de- 
liveries on contracts placed prior to 
the above mentioned date. 

In addition to advances in hard and 
soft mercurials and needle antimony, 
there have been further advances, due 
to a scarcity of supplies here and the 
poor outlook for the 1915 yields abroad, 
in the prices asked for such botanicals 
as South American vanilla beans, 
Hungarian chamomile flowers, digitalis 
leaves, horehound French marjoram, 
Austrian sage leaves, thyme leaves, 
belladonna atropa root, doggrass or 
couchgrass root, Jamaica ginger root, 
Verona orris root fingers, Belgian 
valerian root, Spanish anise and canary 
seed, caraway seed, large German 
fennel seed, Manchurian hemp seed 
and Dutch and Turkish poppy seed and 
Japan wax. Uplifts have also oc- 
curred in balsam copaiba, of both 
South American and Para descrip- 
tions, and in salicylic acid and nitrate 
of silver as well as in cubeb, distilled 
lime, patchouli and savin oils. 

Noteworthy concessions and outright 
reductions in prices have been con- 
fined to slight lowerings of quotations 
for lobelia seed and Greek sage 
leaves. ‘

OPIUM. 


Although the difficulties encountered 
in attempting to obtain even small lots 
of old crop Turkish medicinal opium 
from ports of trans-shipment, such as 
Genoa, have increased materially of 
late, and shipments of new crop gum 
from Turkey and Macedonia have con- 
tinued to be out of the question, be- 


cause of the unabated siege of Con- 
Stantinople and the warfare of Bul- 
garians and Serbs in the last-men- 


tioned producing territory, New York 
importers and other handlers of this 
basic narcotic have not raised their 
prices any further within the week, but 
are still holding their stocks very 
strongly on a basis of $10 for druggists’ 
quality in cases and at $10.05 in job- 
bing lots, but are limiting their sales 
to lots of 50 pounds in each instance. 
Powdered and granular grades con- 
tinue to be firmly maintained by local 
holders at $11.25 and $11.50, respective- 
ly. Latest arrivals at the local port 
have included 30 cases from Genoa on 
the steamship San Guglielmo. Domes- 
tic takings are still of meager propor- 
tions, being restricted to some extent 
by the necessity for complying with all 
the requirements of the Federal and, 
State narcotic laws, but absorption by 
foreign consumers, and chiefly by the 
belligerent nations, in the form of 
opium derivatives, continues to reach 
abnormally large proportions. 


MORPHINE, 


Domestic manufacturers of this de- 
rivative are still holding their output 
very strongly at the levels reached in 
the recent uplift of prices commenu- 
surate with the previous advance in 
the basic material, including $5.50 for 
the muriate and sulphate descriptions 
in five-ounce cans, and $6.95 for the 
acetate and alkaloid varieties in ounce 
containers, in lots of 25 ounces, in one 
delivery. Foreign purchasing of this 
product continues extensive, but do- 
mestic .consumers are buying only 
sparingly. 

CODEINE. 

Foreign buyers have been very ac- 
tive in the American market for this 
opiate, and domestic manufacturers

QUININE, 

Of greatest importance among the 
week’s developments in the quinine 
salts market has been the announce- 
ment that the British Government’s 


embargo upon shipments of these 
goods has been made absolute, so 
that no more special licenses to ship 


this drug will hereafter be granted by 
that government, as heretofore when 
the goods were to be sent to the 
United States or other neutral coun- 
tries on long-standing contracts or by 
special arrangement. Almost coinci- 
dent with the cabling of this announce- 
ment of Great Britain’s absolute em- 
bargo. without exception of any kind, 
came the arrivals here of a total of 323 
cases of sulphate of quinine from Lon- 
don on the steamships Mesaba, Minne- 
haha, Manhattan and Den of Airlie, in 
lots of 119 cases, 105 cases, 40 cases and 
59 cases, respectively. The salts which 
thus reached this port had previously 
been bought in New York by British 
dealers who neglected to specify what 
brands they desired and who were un- 
able to resell the goods in Europe when 


they reached England because they 
consisted of a German brand. These 
salts were therefore resold to Ameri- 


dealers and have now been sold 
by the latter again, this time to South 
American consumers, so that the 323 
cases thus added temporarily to New 
York’s stocks will not help in relieving 
the growing shortage here. Domestic 
manufacturers are still quoting their 
output to regular customers in a very 
limited way on a bulk basis of 50c. per 


can 


ounce for sulphate in 100-ounce tins, 
but second hands are still making sales 
at $2.15 and up to $2.25. One lot of 
5,000 ounces of sulphate has recently 
changed hands at $2.15, and several

MERCURY BISULPHATE.—In view 
of the recent sharp advance in mer- 
cury domestic makers of this hard 
mercurial have raised their prices 8c., 
making their revised quotation $1.29 in 
lots of fifty pounds and over. 

MERCURY AND CHALK.—As a 
sequel to the recent advances in quick- 
silver prices for this soft mercurial 
preparation have been marked up 3c. to 
77c. in fifty-pound lots. 

MERCURIAL OINTMENT.—Quick- 
silver’s recent wild climb has been re- 
flected within the week in a further ad- 
vance in prices named for these soft 
mercurials, which are now being held 
at levels 3c. above those hitherto 
reached, the revised quotations being 
&83c. for the 33 1-3 per cent. variety and 
93c. for the 50 per cent. description, in 
lots of fifty pounds and over. 

NAPHTHALINE.—Though occasional 
sales of meager lots of this coal-tar 
product continue to be made at 12%%c.

BARKS. 


CINCHONA.—Despite recent arrivals 
of 927 bales of this bark from Rotter- 
dam on the steamship Rotterdam and 
of 14 packages containing 2,427 pounds 
from London on the steamship 
Mesaba, the local market is again al- 
most bare of both red and yellow 
quills, as virtually all of the lots which 
have reached here within the week 
have been immediately absorbed by 
consumers. Local handlers have raised 
their prices for all varieties of the

BERRIES. 


JUNIPER.—An active demand is 
still noted for these berries, which are 
being well maintained by local han- 
dlers at 34%@3'%c., in view of the in- 
creasing difficulties attending upon the 
making of shipments from Leghorn 
and other primary. centers in Italy. 


BEANS. 


VANILLA.—Increased purchasing of 
Mexican beans by French consumers 
as well as extensive buying of both 
Mexican and Bourbon goods by do- 
mestic extract makers have reduced 
spot stocks so materially as to ac- 
celerate the upward movement of 
prices, begun as a sequel to the 
cyclonic disaster in Mexico, and all 
descriptions of the beans except 
Tahitis, which remain unresponsive, 
have been marked up still further of 
late. This, while there are still some 
offers of Mexican whole beans at $3.50, 
many local operators are declining to 
sell high quality goods of this descrip- 
tion at less than $3.75@4, while up to 
$5 is being asked by them for some su- 
perior brands. Similarly, Mexican cuts 
are being maintained at a minimum of 
$2.75, and there are few offers here at 


that figure, while most New York 
handlers are demanding $3@3.25 for 
cuts of good keeping quality. 

Bourbons are in more active de- 


mand and are being strongly held by 
local operators at $2.50@3.50, accord- 
ing to quality, with a majority of of- 
fers at $3@3.25. First grade Bourbons 
are bringing $3.50 in most instances 
and are being bought extensively 
here. Stocks in Paris are light and 
supplies here are far from plentiful. 

South American beans are being 
more firmly held, in consequence of 
the cyclonic disasters in the produc- 
ing regions of Mexico and a milder 
blow and slighter damage on the isl- 
and of Guadaloupe. Local operators 
have generally raised their prices to 
a minimum of $3.25 for good quality 
Guadaloupe beans and are asking up 
to $3.50 for some descriptions. 


Tahitis continue to be offered at 
previously mentioned figures, although 
stocks in San Francisco are relatively 
small and supplies in New York are 
rather light. Local operators are still 
quoting the green label goods at $1.30 
@1,.35 for the most part, although up 
to $1.50 is being asked for this va- 
riety in some quarters. The local 
market continues bare of the white 
label beans.

The tendency of security prices has 
continued upward, but the movement 
has been subjected to dips and rises 
according to the in and out operations 
of investors. The improvement in in- 
dustrial activity is reflected in the 
increased transportation of railroads.

country’s consumption is not believed 
to have been augmented to absorb the 
increased imports, and there has been 
a suggestion that some of our stocks 
have been finding a way for war re- 
quirements. The Kafue has arrived 
with 724 packages of T. N., 100 pack- 
ages of good orange, 100 packages of 
refuse and 33 packages of seedlac. The 
goods were reported all blocked. The 
Melford Hall is due during the week 
with 1,825 packages of orange. 

London closed on an unchanged basis 
for spot T. N., 72s., while December was 
ls. lower, at 73s. Stocks in London at 
the close of October amounted to 95,303 
cases, of which 86,653 were orange, 
showing a reduction of 1,129 cases in 
the general, and of 567 cases in the 
orange total during the month. 


SEEDS. 


ANISE.—Spanish seed has been ad- 
vanced a half cent in view of a grow- 
ing scarcity, but star is still being 
quoted at 25@26c. and Levant at 11 
@11%e. 

CANARY.—Spanish canary seed has 
also been marked up of late in con- 
sequence of further reductions of spot 
stocks, but Smyrna seed continues to 
be offered at 5%@7c., as to quality, 


South American at 4%@5%c. and 
Dutch at 6@6%éc. 
CARAWAY.—A _ growing’ shortage 


in this seed, which can be obtained 
from abroad only with great difficul- 
ties, even by circuitous routes, has 
brought about an advance in prices 
named for it to 134@14c. 
FENNEL.—Large German seed is 
almost unobtainable and for the very 
meager lots still available in some 
quarters of the local market, holders 
are asking a minimum of 60c., while 
quoting some stocks up to $1. Small 
German seed continues to be quoted 
at 16@20c. French at 74@7%c., Italian 
at 11@12c. and Roumanian at 15@17c. 
HEMP.—Manchurian seed has been 
advanced again, this time to the ex- 
tent of a quarter cent more, making 


the revised quotation 44@4'%4c., as spot 
stocks have been still further re- 
duced. The local market is still bare 
of Russian seed. 

LOBELIA.—With a recent moderate 
accumulation of spot stocks as the de- 
mand has slackened, this seed has 
been offered down to the extent of 2c. 
and local holders are quoting it at 
22@25c. 

POPPY.—Both Dutch and Turkish 
seeds have advanced still further as 
spot stocks have become depleted, and 
are now being held at 234%@24'c. and 
at 20@2I1c., respectively. 


GLYCERINE MARKET REPORT. 


GLYCERINE.—An extremely active 
demand continues to be noted for chem- 
ically pure goods, and there is also a 
brisk demand for the dynamite grade. 
Both of these refined grades are in very 
scanty supply in consequence of the 
practical shutting off of all supplies of 
the crude grades from Great Britain 
and France and the impossibility of ob- 
taining any stocks of soaplye and sa- 
ponification or the distilled descriptions 
from Germany. Only when British and 
French manufacturers and agents de- 
sire to make shipments to the United 
States on contracts placed at the outset 
of this year or prior to February 15 are 
special permits for such exports being 
granted by the British and French gov- 
ernments, and in some instances where- 
ir applications are made for permission 
to make such shipments these govern- 
ments have declined to give their con- 
sent. Thus fully 40 per cent. of this 
ccuntry’s normal supply of the crude 


grades its cut off, and from Argentina 
and other South American countries 
alone can any foreign glycerine be ob- 
tained here. Domestic distillers con- 
tinue to dispense their meager stocks 
to regular customers at 60c. for C. P. in 
drums and at 61c. in cans, while asking 
the same figure for the dynamite grade, 
which is being bid for vainly at 58c. 
The pharmaceutical trade is still buy- 
ing extensively of the C. P. goods 
which are still available, and the tobac- 
co interests would be pleased to be ac- 
commodated with this commodity even 
at that abnormally high figure, but are 
unable to find any handler in a position 
to favor them in suffiicient quantity. 
Soaplye glycerine is almost unobtain- 
able at any price, but occasional offers 
are being made at 45@50c. The domes- 
tic market is virtually bare of the sa- 


ponification grade. 
Paris, Oct. 15, 1915. 


The saponification glycerine market has re- 
mained very firm within the interval, in con- 
sequence of a scarcity of offers. A price of 230 
francs per 100 kilos, naked, has been paid, in 
the latest sales, for some lots of spot goods and 
nearby deliveries, 

Soaplye has-been offered in resale lots at 
prices around 155 francs per 100 kilos, naked, 
which has not been done since. 

The export prohibition of the French Gov- 
ernment has had no apparent influence upon 
the saponification glycerine situation, but it 
has affected soaplye somewhat, as licenses or 
permission to ship this description of the goods 
out of the country have been obtained only 
with great difficulty. 


SPICES. 


A steadily increasing demand is re- 
ported for practically all the crude 
spices and because of the increasing 
ciffiiculties experienced in obtaining 
supplies from the primary markets and 
from the secondary markets of Europe, 
due to the conflict abroad, local import- 
ers and other large handlers are taking 
firmer views of the situation daily, as 
their spot stocks are lowered steadily. 
Especially sharp advances have oc- 
curred of late in the peppers, cloves, 
gingers and maces. 


WAXES. 


JAPAN.—With a recent rally in the 
primary markets from the low levels 
reached a fortnight ago local holders 
have also become firmer in their views 
and are now holding out for a minimum 
of 12%c. for sopt goods, while quoting 
up to 12%c. in some instances. Latest 
offers from the country of production 
have been made on a basis equivalent 
to an import cost of 13c. 

PARAFFINE.—A constantly increas- 
ing dermand for both crude and refined 
grades of this wax has been noted of 
late in consequence of the extended 
utilization of this commodity for coat- 
ing metal objects employed in warfare 





and a growing use in other directions 
abroad at a time when Europe’s output 
has been seriously contracted by the 
conflict of the foreign nations. While 
some of the leading domestic producers 
continue to make a nominal quotation 
of 3c. for the crude grades, most local 
handlers of these descriptions are now 
holding their stocks very firmly at 3% 
@3%c. for the 103@105 degrees melting 
point grade and 3%@4c. for the 117@ 
119 degrees and 124@126 degrees melt- 
ing point varieties. Domestic refined 
grades continue to be very strongly 
maintained at previously mentioned 
figures. High melting point grades of 
the refined wax are in especially scanty 
supply, and therefore continue to com- 
mand extraordinarily high prices.

All exports of the 
salts from Great Britain have been pro- 
hibited and no special license for outward 
shipments, even to the United States and 
other neutral countries are hereafter to be 
granted.

The sodas are maintaining a very 
firm position in all departments. The 
sold-up condition of caustic soda and 
soda ash is reflected in limited addi- 
tional offerings for immediate and 
prompt shipments, and the tendency 
of spot prices is upward. The recent 
advance in bicarbonate of soda has been 
followed by an additional upward move- 
ment of 10 points, and it is expected 
that an upward revision of carbonate 
of soda prices will shortly be in order. 
There is a scarcity of bleaching pow- 
der on spot, and it is reported that 
producers have sold their output heav- 
ily ahead. Prices for bleach are in up- 
ward tendency and net advances are 
recorded for.the interval under review. 
A further decrease in the amount of 
local holdings of oxalic acid has re- 
sulted in an advance in values. Buy- 
ers are unable to place orders in sul- 
phuric and nitric acid for immediate 
shipments, and both markets are nomi- 
nal. The makers of explosives are 
said to have bought heavily of both 
of these acids. Conditions surround- 
ing muriatic and acetic acids are not 
much different to sulphuric and nitric, 
although buyers are still able to place 
an occasional order. Potash alum sup- 
plies are about exhausted and the mar- 
ket is in a nominal condition. The 
other grades of alum are firmly quoted 
by sellers. Chlorate of potash is 
scarce, with prices showing an up- 
ward tendency. Chlorate of soda is al- 
most unobtainable on spot, and pro- 
duction is said to be heavily sold 
ahead. The different grades of car- 
bonate of potash are in very limited 
supply, and sellers’ views are firm on 
the basis of previous quotations. Re- 
fined saltpeter has advanced to the 
highest price on record under the 
strength of crude materials. Tin oxide 
has been advanced to 4lc. per pound 
from 38c. Glassmakers’ needle antimony 
has advanced 3c. per pound to 25c. Be- 
low is a detailed market report of the 
principal items of chemical interest, 
also a summary of the London and 
Liverpool chemical markets:— 


HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The ad- 
vance noted in our previous report has 
been followed by a further appreciation 
of 10 points and the market closed 
strong in sympathy with other sodas. 
Dealers quote car lots at 1.20c. for bulk 
and 1.30c. for kegs, f. 0. b. works. A pre- 
mium of 1-5c. is exacted on all deliv- 
eries in this territory less the usual 
discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER. — Imports 
for the month of August amounted to 
265,537 pounds, valued at $3,239, com- 
pared with 1,449,777 pounds, valued at 
$15,234, for the same month last year. 
Imports for eight months, ending 
August 31, amounted to _ 6,447,027 
pounds, valued at $79,492, compared 
with 27,004,166 pounds, valued at $254,- 
432, and 42,861,542 pounds, valued at 
$354,349, for similar periods in 1914 and 
1913, respectively. The spot market is 
firmer under limited offerings, and 
sales are reported at 5c. per pound. 
Production remains in a well sold-up 
condition. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Sales for immedi- 
ate delivery are reported at 5%c, a 
pound. The market continues firm, 
and an enormous contract movement 
is said to be in progress for home and 
export requirements. The sold-up con- 
dition of output is keeping additional 
offerings relatively limited. Domestic 
contracts covering delivery over next 
year are held at 3@3%c. a pound for 
76 per cent., on the basis of 60 per cent. 
at the usual 10c. advance. 

SAL SODA.—This market remains 
firm with prospects for higher prices 
favorable on account of the strength 
in the general soda situation. Sellers 
quote 60c. and up, in barrels, f. o, b. 
shipping point, less the usual discount 
terms. For spot lots of concentrated, 
1%c. was the nominal quotation. 

SODA ASH.—The undertone of this 
market continues very firm and the 
tendency of prices is upward. Demand 
is reavy and leading sellers have dis- 
posed of the bulk of their output over 
this and next year. Single car lots of 
58 per cent. are held at 77%c. Large 
contracts of light 58 per cent. are 
quoted at 75c. per 100 pounds, basis of 
48 per cent., in bags; 80c., basis of 48 
per cent., in barrels, carload lots f. o. 
b. makers’ works. The 48 per cent. 
test is quoted at 85c. per 100 pounds in 
bags, carload lots, f. o. b. makers 
works. Less than carload lots are 
quoted at 10c. per 100 pounds, basis of 
48 per cent. over carload quotations. 


ACIDS. 

ACETIC.—This market retains a 
strong position in sympathy with ace- 
tate of lime, Production is said to be 
heavily sold ahead and the tendency 
of the acid market is upward. At 
the close dealers quoted 3%4@4c. for 
28 per cent., the inside figure being 
named for car lots. The 56 per cent. 
test is held at 7@8c. per pound. The 
glacial 99% -per cent. variety is held 
nominally at 25c. a pound in barrels. 

MURIATIC.—There is a pronounced 
scarcity of additional offerings on ac- 
count of the sold-up condition of pro- 
duction. The market is nominally 
quoted on the basis of 1%@2c. for 18 
degrees in carboys, the inside figure 
being for round lots. 

NITRIC.—The sold-up condition of 
output has created a great scarcity 
of additional offerings and makers are 
eager for new business at present. The 
market is quoted nominally on the 
basis of 64@6%c. for 36 degrees, while 
other grades are being quoted propor- 
tionately higher, according to strength. 

OXALIC.—Imports for the month of 
August were 2,565 pounds, valued at 
$28,142, for the same month last year. 
Imports for eight months ending Au- 
gust 31, were 1,771,582 pounds, valued 
at $113,925, compared with 6,475,600 
pounds, valued at $323,097, and 5,163,602 
pounds, valued at $254,216, for similar 
periods in 1914 and 1913, respectively. 
The tone of the local market is firmer 
with dealers quoting 50c. per pound for 
spot. 

SULPHURIC.—Export shipments for 
August amounted to 1,138,526 pounds, 
valued at $16,383, compared with 282,- 
109 pounds, valued at $3,044, for the 
same month last year. Exports for 
eight months ending August, were 55,- 
021,436 pounds, valued at $681,083, com- 
pared with 6,697,009 pounds, valued at 
$65,843, and 4,695,772 pounds, valued at 
$49,730, for similar periods in 1914 and 
1913, respectively. Quotations are mere- 
ly nominal; 60 degrees is quoted 1@ 
1%c.; 66 degrees is quoted 14%@2%éc.; 
battery acid in carboys, 14%@2%éc., and 
oleum at 2@2%%éc., in drums and tank 
cars. 


TARTARIC.—This market maintains 
a firm tendency with offerings light 
and demand fairly active. Jobbers 
are asking 48%c. on spot, while large 
dealers quote 474%@48c. Cream of tar- 
tar is held at 35¢c. a pound on spot. 


MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—Exports for 
the month of August amounted to 1,- 
937,685 pounds, valued. at $67,896, com- 
pared with 1,178,848 pounds, valued at 
$21,981, for the same month last year. 
Exports for eight months amounted 
to 15,600,400 pounds, valued at $403,432, 
compared with 39,946,187 pounds, val- 
ued at $693,654, and 52,159,607 pounds, 
valued at $1,567,280, for similar periods 
in 1914 and 1913, respectively. Prices 
are firm at 4.50@4.55¢c. a pound. 

ALUM.—Prices for the _ different 
grades of this item are holding firm. 
Potash alum is very scarce and busi- 
ness is confined chiefly to the am- 
monia grades. These varieties are 
quoted at 4c. for lump, 4%c. for 
ground. Sulphate of alumina is held 
at 2@2\c. for high grade, and 14%@1%c. 
for low grade. 

ARSENIC.—Imports for August were 
130,711 pounds, valued at $5,874, com- 
pared with 260,945 pounds, valued at 
$14,243, for the same month last year. 
Imports for 8 months ending with Aug- 
ust, were 2,422,514 pounds, valued at 
$112,391, compared with 2,861,891 pounds, 
valued at $113,858, and 5,301,887 pounds, 
valued at $228,874, for similar periods 
in 1914 and 1913. Spot arsenic is held 
at 3%@4c. per pound on spot. 


BLUE VITRIOL. Makers’ views 
are unchanged and sales of car lots 
are reported at 6%c. per pound and 
smaller lots at 6%@7c. Shipments 
against outstanding contracts are re- 
ported fair, but additional lots are not 
prompting unusual interest at the 
present time. 

BRIMSTONE.—Sellers continue to 
quote $22 to $22.50 a long ton, accord- 
ing to point of delivery. A fair mis- 
cellaneousg inquiry is reported and a 
seasonable amount of sulphur is said 
to be moving on resting orders. 

Foreign advices state that the export 
of sulphur from Japan has for years 
been on the decline, and quotations 
have fallen, some of the sulphur mines 
of small standing having even been 
compelled to stop working. But since 
the war broke out the demand in the 
foreign market has improved, and 
quotations have gradually risen. The 
export this year up to the end of Au- 
gust was 27,948,607 pounds, valued at 
$203,048, showing an increase of 4,638,-

Saturday Noon, Nov. 6, 1915. 


The outstanding feature of the mar- 
ket for fertilizer materials this week 
was the sharp upturn to prices for mu- 
riate of potash. This material has been 
getting scarcer with each sale made, 
and, with no fresh supplies coming in, 
the time must come when the market 
will be bare of stocks. That offerings 
were very small this week is attested by 
the fact that sellers marked their ask- 
ing prices up to $400 per ton. It is 
true that the demand for this material 
has not been coming from the fertilizer 
trade, but from the chemical manufac- 
turers, yet the effect is felt in the fer- 
tilizer trade in an absence of available 
stocks of potash salts. While there are 
reports that sulphate of potash is being 
produced in the West, the supply is not 
large, and it is uncertain whether any 
relief is to be met from that source, at 
least in the immediate future. The 
same applies to the other domestic com- 
panies which are seeking to put potash 
on the market. The animal ammoniates 
are holding firm in price, but demand 
was reported to be rather quiet. Fish 
scrap is not offered, freely, and stocks 
are bound to be small as the catch of 
menhaden has not improved. Acid 
phosphate holds the strong position last 
reported, and the same is true of ni- 
trate of soda. Sulphate of ammonia is 
not pressed for sale, and values are 
strong, with some uncertainty about 
foreign deliveries. Reports from the 
South state that considerable quantities 
of cottonseed meal are being used for 
fertilizing purposes. 

For reports of the Baltimore, Chicago 
and Atlanta fertilizer markets refer to 
index on page 23. Detailed reports on 
the separate articles of the local market 
follow:— 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 


CYANAMID.—According to reports 
from leading manufacturers of this ma- 
terial, there will be difficulty this year 
in filling the orders which are coming 
to hand for cyanamid. It is expected 
that the output will be increased, but 
not sufficiently to meet the increase in 
consuming needs. Naturally this has 
a tendency to strengthen prices, and 
the position of the other nitrogen bear- 
ing materials also favors firm prices 
for cyanamid. Sellers are quoting $2.35 
per unit of ammonia for November de- 
livery, $2.37% for December, $2.40 for 
January, $2.42% February, and $2.45 
March, all f. o. b. Niagara Falls. 

FISH SCRAP.—Reports from South- 
ern waters state that many of the boats 
did not operate this week and the catch 
of menhaden was small. The season 
is now nearing an end, and the ques- 
tion of production is no longer a mat- 
ter of guesswork. Offerings are small 
and prices are quoted at $3.60 for dried 
scrap at Southern works. Demand is 
rather slow and trading all through 
the season has been in accord with the 
smaller output. Prices are regarded 
as too high for any one except manu- 
facturers of branded fertilizers, and 
outside of them inquiry has been prac- 
tically absent. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Arrivals of 
nitrate of soda were noted at the local 
market during the week, but stocks 
are said to be in firm hands and values 
are holding at the levels last reported, 
which is on a basis of $2.90 per 100 
pounds for prompt shipment. Imports 
of nitrate in August are officially 
placed at 118,902 tons, valued at $3,291,- 
065, as against 30,412 tons, valued at 
$876,959, in August last year. Imports 
for the eight months ending with Au- 
gust were as follows:—

These figures show to what an extent 
shipments to this country have in- 
creased and shipments since August 
have been very large, so that imports 
for this calendar year will be the 
largest in the history of the trade. In 
spite of the gain in imports prices are 
strong and demand from the explosives 
trade is sufficient to absorb offerings 
even at the higher level of prices. Re- 
ports from the West Coast indicate a 
strong market there and ocean freights 
are a factor in bringing up the price 
delivered at Atlantic coast points. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There 
is still some uncertainty about receipts 
of English sulphate at domestic mar- 
kets and delays are reported in secur- 
ing licenses for shipment. The mar- 
ket shows but little. change for the 
week and prices are still quoted at 
$3.05@3.55 per 100 pounds. Domestic 
material is passing into consuming 
channels on contract, but surplus 
stocks are offered in the open market. 
Demand is not active, but a better in- 
quiry has been reported recently, espe- 
cially for foreign material. Markets 
abroad are strong, with values on the

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Values for these animal ammoniates 
are going to higher levels and sellers 
were firmer in their views this week 
There were offers of dried blood at New 
York at $3.25 and of tankage at $3.20 
and 10. Advices from Chicago stated 
that values were strong at that point 
and blood was held at $3.25. Sellers 
are not pressing forward business and 
are holding out for advances on distant 
deliveries. 

PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE—There is no 
abating of the firm market, as recently 
reported, and stocks of this material 
are very small, so that it is an easy 
matter to hold values on a firm basis. 
Inquiry from the fertilizer trade is 
only fair, which is a bearish feature, 
since the market is in no position to 


stand an active buying movement. 
Prices are quoted at $14 for 16 -per 
cent. Reports from outside markets 


agree on the scarcity of stocks in sell- 
ers’ hands. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK—There is no 
feature to report for this material and 
the market is proceeding along routine 
lines. Demand is slow and prices are 
holding on a comparatively low level.

A noteworthy advance in 
prices for muriate of potash was re- 
corded this week, and at the close of 
the week sellers state that asking 
prices are placed at $400 per ton. 
Stocks have been brought to the van- 
ishing point, and prospects for fur- 
ther supplies are too vague to hold out 
reasonable hopes that the situation 
will right itself in the immediate fu- 
The chemical trade is said to 
have shown interest in the market for 
muriate this week, but as far as the 
fertilizer* trade is concerned there is no 
call for supplies. 





CHICAGO FERTILIZER MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Chicago, Nov. 4, 191%. 
Less activity, but sustained firmness, char- 
acterized the trade in animal ammoniates at 
Chicago this week and prices closed on a 


steady basis, with the preceding week's record 
establishing figures fully maintained. There 
was less demand and business in general was 
of much lighter volume, but packers hel 





bullish opinions and refused to make the 
slightest concession. Brekers were not at a 
loss to account for the temporary lull in ac- 
tivities. The first week of November, they 
say, is the time when a large number of notes 


accepted on sales of tankage last season come 
due for payment. With a large number of 
mixers, they say, this is a time when thoughts 
of making purchases are put aside while at- 
tention is turned to collections. If the latter 
are satisfactory there will» be a resumption of 
buying on a large scale, but if collections do 
not come up to expectations the belief is that 
the demand will show much less aggressiveness 
until at least the latter part of the season. 

Another factor which tended to slow up the 
demand for ammoniates was the weakness that 
developed in the market for cottonseed oil. 
Prices now available for the latter commodity 
to be used as fertilizer is practically as high 
as can be secured from stock feeders, and it 
is expected that any weakness in the market 
for cottonseed meal will be promptly reflected 
in the market for blood and tankage. 

GROUND HIGH-GRADE TANKAGE.—Tank- 
age for immediate delivery clesed at $3.10 and 
10 f. o. b. Chicago, while January, February 
and March shipments were quoted on a basis 
of $3.25 and 10 f. o. b. Chicago. There was 
no business of consequence reported this week, 
but offerings were not heavy and the market 
closed in a healthy condition, 

CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.—Small sales 
of concentrated tankage were made on a basis 
of $3.20 f. o. b. Chicago, and the market 
closed firm at that price. There was a demand 
here for all available offerings, while the sup- 
ply on sale was very limited. 

DRIED BLOOD.—A quiet but firm 
was reported for dried blood at Chicago 
week. The closing quotation was $3.25 for 
prompt and $3.40 for January, February and 
March shipments. Offerings were very limited 
and packers were looking for a strong or 
higher market. 

STEAMED BONE.—Unground steamed bone 
sold in moderate quantities on a basis of $20 
f. 0. b. Chicego. There were only small lots 
ferings on the market and the demand was 
sufficient to take care of all that came for- 
ward,

DRUG REPORTER 


BALTIMORE FERTILIZER 
MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Baltimore, Nov. 4, 1915. 

In a general way it may be said that the 
situation in the fertilizer trade is quiet, with 
the range of prices not in any marked degree 
impaired, but with the manufacturers of mix- 
tures in no hurry to place oraers tor crude 
stocks. The buyers of these stocks seem dis- 
posed to maintain a waiting attitude. While 
they admiy that it may be necessary for them 


to meet e figures of the sellers, the time 
has not yet arrived when pressure could no 
longer be resisted, and meanwhile the move- 


ment rather lags. The holders of crude stocks 


for their part profess confidence in the con- 
tinuance of the existing conditions, but this 
feeling is not at all shared by the buyers, 


who are inclined to regard the outlook as de- 
cidedly uncertain. They point to the peace 
rumors which have been especially persistent 
in the last week, and to the decline in some 
of the war stocks as an indication of the want 
of reliance in the present range of values, and 
for confirmation of ,the contention that the 
present is a decidedly ticklish period, when 
the market is just as likely to go one way as 
another. Should peace talk really take on 
tangible form, it would almost certainly force 
down the quotations on a number of the crude 
materials, and the entire list would be affected 
in sympathy. With the output of some of the 
plants now diverted to munition factories and 
the demand for such products most urgent, it 
can easily be imagined what would happen if 
real progress were made by the belligerent na- 
tions toward the termination of hostilities. The 
requirements that have contributed so much 
to the present boom would fall away imme- 
diately, and the quotations would follow suit. 
It is this possibility that makes the manu- 
facturers of mixtures so cautious and prompts 
them to hold off as long as possible Even 
when the time arrives for the fertilizer fac- 
tories to go into the market they will not be 
disposed to plunge, but will be on the lookout 
here and there for lots that can be picked up 
at a reduction. There may be expected to 
ensue a period of what might be called 
fencing between the sellers of crude stocks 
and the makers of fertilizer mixtures, with 
the outcome depending entirely upon the de-

and continued, excepting for some short pe- 
riods—with disappointment. Not even unpre- 
cedented success during the time which yet re- 
mains could materially alter the situation with 
regard to scrap, and the most that can be 
hoped for by the factories is that prices will 
continue high. Of course, the scant supply 
itself insures attractive returns, but the ad- 
vance in the quotations on other animal am- 
moniates has strengthened scrap not a little, 
and put the factories in a very favorable posi- 
tion. Little scrap is jsaid to be ieft in the 
hands of the producers, and th latter are 
reported to be holding out for $3.60 and 10 at 
factory. Oil, of course, is equally scarce, be- 
ing quoted at 45 cents a gallon. 

TANKAGE.—There appears to be little doing 
in tankage, the buyers finding the prices 
quoted by the large Western producers not at 
all attractive, but this does not prevent the 
producers from adhering to their figures, even 
though they tend to discourage sales. The 
quotations, therefore, may be regarded as 
largely nominal, they being around $3.45 and 
10 for 11 and 15 high grade ground stocks, 
ec. a. f. basis Baltimore, with other grades in 
proportion. The manufacturers of fertilizer 
mixtures, having as yet no urgent require- 
ments to meet, are in no hurry to place or- 
ders, and while they take up lots offered by 
the smaller nearby producers at concessions 
readily enough, they are evidently determined 
to hold off as long as possible on the chance 
that something may occur to give the situa- 
tion a different aspect. The producers, for 
their part, avoid all appearance of eagerness 
to offer inducements, though they seem to be 
rather less confident as to the outcome of this 
test of endurance. 


GROUND BLOOD.—Taking its cue from 
tankage, as it were, the companion animal am- 





moniate, ground blood, is also very quiet. De- 
velopments of the last few days have not 
been favorable for this material, the price of 
cotton having slumped, and the situation in 
the South being accordingly rendered less en- 
couraging. But at best the outlook in that 
section of the country is still too uncertain 


to give the fertilizer manufacturers a reason- 
ably clear perspective, and they are very cau- 
tious in their attitude toward offers, especially 
in view of the relatively high prices that pre- 
vail. The lack of inquiry for ground blood is 
shown in the circumstance that this material 
is quoted at the same price as tankage, when 
ordinarily, because of the much smaller quan- 
tities of blood produced, this ammoniate rules 
at 10 or 15 cents higher. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The situation with re- 
spect to acid phosphate is not appreciably 
changed. Buyers other than manufacturers of 
fertilizer mixtures are still taking acid in such 
quantities as to leave the supplies available for 
what might be termed the regular trade, de- 
cidedly restricted. The quotations are nominai- 
ly at $14 for 16 per cent, stocks, and $13.50 for 
14 per cent. acid, with the fertilizer trade 
disposed to hold back as long as this can be 
done, for acid phosphate as much as any other 
of the materials used in the manufacture of 
munitions of war would be certain to show a 
great reaction if any real move toward peace 
were made. For the present, however, the fac- 
tories seem able to find a market at the ad- 
vanced figures, and they occupy a position of 
comparative independence. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The quotations on 
nitrate of soda are about holding their own. 
During the past week no changes have been 
made in the figures, which continue at $2.90 
for spot and nearby, with $2.85 quoted for

The 
latter is affected by the fact that some 
sellers are not offering and by the 
scarcity of supplies. Prussiate of soda 
is another item which went up in price 
and the market is very strong, owing 
to the small amount of stocks held in 
sellers’ hands. Bichloride of tin and 
tin chloride followed the advance in 
the metal market and sold at higher 
figures this week. Aniline oil is offered 
by different sellers, but the price is not 
showing any tendency to weaken and 
demand seems. sufficient to absorb 
present offerings. Gambier is now be- 
ing shipped from primary points, but 
spot stocks are pretty well used up 
and prices are high. Detailed reports 
on the various articles of the local 
market follow: 

ACETATE OF SODA — Producing 
costs are going up and this condition 
is reflected in higher prices for acetate 
of soda in the present market. In some 
quarters up to 6% cents per pound is 
asked on moderate amounts.
